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THE TAKU BAR, 





‘Tweive months ago, in closing 
vor review of the first raking 
syperiments on the Taku Bar, we 
espresed a hope that the Haiho 
Cinwervaney Board would regard 
the formation of a mile and a half 
ong channel, 1OOft. wide and 2ft. 
low the crest of the Bar as a 
return for their outlay sufficient to 
jutify continuation of the work in 
1907, That the Conservaney and 
the Tnspector-General of Customs 
wok this view is evidenced by the 
oevly issued report of Mr. Thomas 
Furgason, (to. whom the scheme of 
sicavation is primarily due), con- 
wining a comprehensive account of 
the whole season’s operations during 
1907. It isa piece of extraordin- 
arily interesting reading. Work, 
which in cold unimaginative terms 
night suggest nothing more roman- 
tie than the scratching of a ditch in 
amud bank, is here revealed as an 
auiting contest between dwarfs and 
fants—on the one side a few 
cvalar rakes, and upon the other 
the perpetual enmity of the river 
sith its freshets and volumes of 
sit, and the intermittent enmity 
ot sea and wind. As a general 
rile the sea may be counted on 
ssa friend, to assist the rakes by 
stirring up the Bar’s outer slopes 
ind carrying away the fine clay 
‘0 emalsion. Unfortunately a 
‘ingle storm upon these shallow 
tanks will undo much of the good 
fect of previous calm by raising 
slouds of sand which will inevitably 
tend to settle in the comparatively 
stil water of the deeper channels ;| 
“where,” in Mr. Ferguson’s pic-| 
‘aresque phrase, “it will simply | 
nin sand.” More than this, it has 

















been discovered that precisely extreme slackness of the import 


during those weeks of July, August 
and September when the ebb level 
of the sea is apt to fall below the 
average and the scour of tide is 
proportionately weakened, the 
combative power of the river and 
the volume of matter pushed out 
on to the Bar are increased by the 
freshets up-stream. There were 
serious misgivings on this score in 
1907 that the whole channel 
might be blotted ont altogether ; 
and in spite of the rakes’ utmost 
efforts the river regained one foot 
of its lost ground. But by the 
middle of September the work was 
able to hold its own once more ; 
and soundings taken on November 
11 showed a depth in the Channel 
of practically 3 ft. more than 
the Bar crossing. 

Honours indeed were decidedly 
to the dwarfs for all the unequal 
terms of the conflict ; and if capi« 
tal had been available for the pur- 
chase or order of shallow draught 
tugs which would be capable of 
working the rakes at low tide when 
the current is strongest, there is no 
doubt that the actual progress 
made might largely have been 
advanced. As it was Mr. Ferguson 
had to do the best he could with 
four tugs of adequate power but 
drawing from 5ft. 6ins. to Tft. 
Bins. “By a stroke of singular 
ill-luck a new and powerful 
steam tug, apparently the best of 
the little fleet, was wrecked on its 
way up from Shanghai. But at the 
end of the season in 1907 during 
which steamers came up to Tientsin, 
a comparison of the navigation 
tables with those of the same 
season in 1906 shows that on 102 
days in 1907 (an advance of fifty 
days from 1906) steamers of 10ft. 
to 11ft. dranght were able to cross 
the Bar; on 60 days (against 
three only in 1906) steamers of 
11ft. to 12ft. came through ; 
and that on eighteen days and 
two days steamers of 12ft. to 13ft., 
and of 13ft. to 14ft. respectively 
were able to pass the channel, 
while no such entry at all could be 
credited to 1906. It is # notable 
record ; and, as the author of the 








report points out, “but for the 





trade during the past year the aver- 
age showing of 1907 might have 
been considerably improved, as 
many steamers came up from 
Shanghai with the poorest of car- 
goes.” There are some amusing 
paragraphs in Mr. Ferguson’s re- 
port of the jostling of traffic in the 
channel which, but for careful re- 
galations (in which the local ship- 
ping managers lent effective 
co-operation), * would at most times 
have presented a disgraceful tangle 
of steamers, tugs and lighters 
aground at all anglesthrongh having 
tried to ‘plug through’ on falling 
water.” But altogether it is esti- 
mated that less than one-tenth of 
the number of steamers remained 
stuck in the channel as compared 
with the number which used to 
ground on the old. One’ most 
satisfactory feature of the exca 
tion work is that progress mad 
open weather shows no tendency 
to fall back during the winter. 
This was a great preoccupation 
when on April’ the raking could 
be begun again: and the happy 
discovery was mado that there was 
an actual improvement of about 
half a foot depth all through the 
artificial channel. 

‘The full descriptions of the rakes, 
resembling large rollers armed with 
curved teeth and with a deflector at 
the rear which projects the sand 
outwards in all directions as it is dug 
up, have already appeared in these 
columns and need not now be repeat 
ed. Although the strain on the 
teeth is severe, and they themselves 
wear out quickly, being hand-forged 
out of tool steel, the whole ap- 
paratus was found to work well and 
the cost of repairs was comparative- 
ly trivial. With these simple and 
inexpensive appliances—the total 
cost of the year’s operations does not 
exceed Tls. 44,000—a channel was 
obtained of 100ft. to 120ft. width at 
bottom, or double the extent of the 
previous year’s excavation, and 
deeper by fully 3ft. than any other 
route. It is satisfactory to note 
that while the more dynamic 
methods of dredging are made im- 
practicable by their much greater 
expense they appear also to be 
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unsuited to the peculiar conditions 
of the Taku Bar. Singe this re- 
port was sent to the printer 
suggestions have ‘been received 
from Mr. de Rijke who has in- 
the work that two more 
cuttings: should be made in the 
river and that a long training wall 
be con: to protect the 
main ‘channel and divert the 
output of silt. As yet, as Mr. 
Ferguson freely admita, the opera- 
tions must still be regarded as in 
some degree experimental. Valu- 
able data have been obtained by 
laborious survey as to the nature of 
currents and ks which show a 
perpetual disposition to change. But 
the sum total of knowledge is still 
insignificant in relation to the 
magnitude.of the task. It may yet 
be shown that the true channel 
through the Bar lies in another 
direction: and at this point it is 
amusing to find that Mr. 
son has been subjected to 
the same interference 
critics, not, perhaps, wholly 
disinterested, as dredging engineers 
nearer Shanghai have had to en 
counter. So far Mr. Ferguson has 
‘managed to “down” these parti- 
cular critics ; but there still re- 
mains a considerable body of prac- 
tical opposition in the shape of| 
vested interests possibly to be 
affected. For these it may be said 
that, even if the adage does not 
hold true at Tientsin that a new 
industry has never permanently 
damaged an old, the work of 
lighters, to quote one instance, 
would seem only to be pushed back 
one step ; since whereas formerly 
larger vessels could have mount- 
ed the river than‘were able to 
cross the Bar, the reverse is be- 
coming now the case. The same 
narrow dimensions of the Haiho 
also suggest an answer to the slight 
touch of envy with which larger 
may be disposed to regard 
ientsin’s enlarged facilities. It 
is at least a hopeful reflexion that, 
while sea-borne trade remains the 
cheapest in transport, the opening] 
up of new ports and new regions 
should only tend to swell the 
volume of business done in the 
Far East.

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CHINA AND GREAT 
BRITAIN.

Tue path of true reform never 
did ran smooth. This or a similar 
reflexion must be passing through 
the mind of the (Chinese Govern- 
ment on finding itself engaged 
in really serious struggle for 
existence as the executive head of 
this disjointed Empire. For the 
moment individual reforms have to 
stand on one side ; for the basis of 
all lasting progress must be a sound 
central government with power to 
speak and to act for the country as 
a whole, and to-day this power is 
denied to the Peking administra- 
tion. Ina grave domestic quarrel 
of this nature the instinctive 
tendency of foreign countries would 
be to leave the matter entirely to 
the parties immediately concerned. 
the Central Government and the 
Provinces. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, it has been left to Great 
Britain to supply the spark that has 
fired these combustible elements, 
with the result that, in order to 
gain popular support which would 
otherwise be given reluctantly or 
withheld for their campaign 
against the Central authorities, 
the provincial agitators _ sound 
the never-failing _anti-foreign 
tocsin. Coincidence that is all the 
more regrettable in view of 
the general relations between the 
two countries brings this long- 
threatened conflict to a head at a 
time when negotiations with a Bri- 
tish syndicate for a railway loan are 
taking place; while the notorious in- 
security of life and trade on the 
West River has produced the in- 
evitable complications with the 
foreign Power chiefly interested in 
those waters. Yet a third cause 

is supplied by recent 
events in the Transvaal, where the 
Asiatic Law Amendment Act has 
aroused the hostility of Chinese as 
well as British Indians. The new 
Act provides for the compulsory 
registration of all Asiatics in the 
Colony, and the form of registra- 
tion includes the record of finger- 
marks. Against this enactment 
and especially against the formality 
of giving their finger-impressions 
both sections of the Asiatic com- 
munity protest, and three Chinese 
have allowed themselves to be 
arrested rather than conform to the 
sentence of the Court which order- 
ed them to leave the Colony within 
forty-eight hours for having failed 
to register. To-day a telegram 
states that an account of the trials 
is to be telegraphed to Peking,

In the earlier stages of both con- 
troversies now raging round the 
Chékiang railway loan and the 
patrolling of the West River, the 
provincials did not lose sight of the 
fact that the real point at issue 
was between themselves and the 
Central Government rather than 
between China and foreigrers. 
Only when they began to be worst- 
ed in the struggle owing to the 
firm attitude of the Peking author- 
ities did they begin to shift their 
ground of attack and endeavour to 
obtain reinforcements for their 
cause by raising the anti-foreign 
issue. “As correspondents inform 
ax, these artificial agitations in the 
provinces are dying down, although 
tho pernicious statements circulated 
by the agitators linger on in the 
minds of the people and are apt 
to bear fruit at a later date. Doubt- 
less, it is to the failure of the anti- 
loan movement in the provincial 
centres that we must attribute the 
opening of the campaign in Shang- 
hai itself, where a few self-seeking 
individuals see an opportunity of 
benefiting themselves under cover 
of patriotic effort. The scheme 
proposed was the boycott of two 
prominent foreign institutions in 
the Settlement and to this end pam-| 
phlets were put in circulation by’ 
the manager of a local Chinese 
Savings Bank urging such a boy- 
cott from next month; but his 
arrest by the Police at an early 
point in his crusade will, we may 
hope, have the effect of quashing| 
the threatened movement. Mean- 
while the Central Goyernment has 
shown itself alive to the possible 
gravity of the sitnation and has 
sent down orders for the arrest of 
four prominent Chinese residents, 
presumably on the charge of hav- 
ing failed to check the outbreak of 
the agitation in Shanghai. The 
immediate effect of this measure 
may be seen in a notice issued by 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
at the instance of His Honour Jui 
Cheng warning people against the: 
proposal of the Sing Yi Savings 
Bank and urging them to destroy: 
the pamphlets in question.

roposed scheme ; and while 
Ghamber refused its support, it 
failed to deter Yin from carrying 
out his purpose. In these cireum- 
stances and on the understanding 
that the last of the proposed boycott 
has been heard we may hope 
that the good feeling between the 
foreign and Chinese sections of this 
community will not be strained by 
visiting with pains and penalties 
anyone beyond the offender or 
offenders directly responsible for 
the pamphlet, Bveryth 1g that is 
possible has been done to lower 
British prestige in the provinces 
by the most outrageous misrepre~ 
sentations, and the harm thus com- 
mitted can only be counteracted by 
giving the people at large time to 
realize that the Government has 
maintained its firm attitude, be- 
cause it understood the real position 
and knew that there was no truth 
in these allegations against Great 
Britain's good faith in her relations 
with this country. A large pro- 
portion of educated Chinese 
throughout the Empire knows that 
the stand taken by the Government 
is justified and that China cannot 
afford to alienate the one Power 
which has been more instrumental, 
perhaps, than any other in guarding 
her from dismemberment.. They 
know too that China, if she wishes 
to occupy any Position in the family 
of nations, must have one effective 
administration in Peking and not 
nineteen or twenty independent 
governments. But these people 
Tack the courage of their convic~ 
tions and in the face of two or 
three self-seeking agitators they 
remain silent and uiesce in @ 
movement that would. ultimately 
spell disaster to the Empire. 


| THE 
POUND OR THE 
KILOGRAMME? 


January 14. 
Ix view of the Imperial Decree 
of last October for the standardize- 
tion of weights and measures in 
China, considerable interest attaches 
petition addressed to the 

ese Emperor through his 
Minister in London that the system 
to be adopted be the English one. 
This petition of which a copy has 
reached us by the last mail, was 
signed by a hundred English firms 
trading with China. Tt points out 
that the - English ‘standard of 
weights and ‘measures is at present 
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in current use in the commercial 
relations of Great Britain and 
China, besides enjoying almost 
universal application in the world’s 
international trade ; and that those 
measures are not only “the: 
survival of the fittest,” but are also 
the most practical for manufacturing 
and trading purposes. The italics, 
which are ours, may be excused 
for the remarkable contradiction 
which the words contain to the 
fundamental contentions of advo- 
cates of the decimal system. To 
an impartial thinker it might seem 
that practical utility was the last 
advantage which could be found 
in a table that includes such pre- 
rous quantities as 1728 cubic 
es, and such fantastical no- 
menclature as perches, chains, 
soruples and hogsheads, bearing 
no more relation to each other, 
except by the use of unthinkable 
fractions, than they do collectivel 
or individually to the twelve-incl 
rule preserved in the British Mint. 
je other hand what could be 
more logically useful and perfect 
than a system in which every unit 
of solid and liquid measurement, 
even including, at least in France, 
dimensions and weight of 
coinage, is absolutely correlated to 
every other; while the whole 
system is based upon the metre 
which, as one-ten-millionth part of 
the distance from the equator to 
the pole, measured along « meridian, 
could be verified in a minute by 
any educated schoolboy? Only 
in’ the hea conservatism of 
English-speaking peoples and the 
diffealty of effecting a change in 
so large a mass of old custom 
might be found an explanation of 
the failure of advocates of the 
decimal system to impose reform 
upon their fellow-countrymen. 
Beyond the region of mere 
plausibility, however, there is a 
strong school of what may be called 
anti-metricians, who withstand the 
decimal m not more on the 
ground of difficulties which attend 
its introduction than because of 
what they. declare to be its own 
inherent weakness. Among the 
leaders of this school are Mr. 
Samuel S. Dale, editor of the 
“Textile World Record,” of 
Boston ; Professor N. F. Dupuis, 
Dean of Practical Science in 
Queen’s University, Canada ; 
large number of commercial 
manufacturers’ associations in 
America; last, but by no means 
least, the hundred English firms 
signatories to the petition to the 
Emperor of China. Putting senti- 
ment aside as belonging to that 
heavy conservatism already re- 


ferred to, and regarding the dispute 
as dispassionately as may be, it 
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must be confessed that the argu” 
ments of the anti-metricians have 
weight,—in good English pounds 
and tons. At the present time 
three civilized nations only 
out of thirty-nine retain the 
English tables of measurement 
wholly or in part, the British 
Empire, United States and Russian 
Empire, where the English inch was 
established by the English carpen- 
ters of Peter the Great. The re- 
maining thirty-six have adopted the 
metric system : it seems only fair 
that the minority should give way 
to the majority. But these pro- 
portions assume a very different 
aspect when viewed in the light of 
Dean Dupuis’ analysis of relative 
populations. Taking those thirty- 
six nations in order of population, 
none of the first four have the 
population of Liverpool. Lanca- 
shire has more inhabitants than any 
of the first eighteen. The total of 
the first twenty-four is only equal 
to the population of the United 
States. There is a larger popula- 
tion within fifty miles of Man- 
chester town hall than in any one of 
the first twenty-five of those nations. 
The Russian Empire has a popula- 
tion equal to the whole of the first 
twenty-eight, and the British Em- 
pire has four million more people 
than the first thirty-four added 











together. Counting the three 
against the thirty-six, we have 567, 
000,000 against 445,296,000, and 
the measures of those 567,000,000 
are all bused on the English inch. 
Looking at the question from the 
point of view of trade and com- 
merce. the Anglo-Saxon race alone 
has a preeminence which makes the 
vaunted position of  metre-users 
ridiculous. But even in the 
countries in which the metric system 
has been adopted we find that 
the old irregular forms crop up 
in persistent daily use. France is 
‘a conspicuous example, for the 
French nation embraced the metric 
system so long ago as at the time 
of the Revolution. Yet to-day 
the silk, cotton and wool which are 
sold across a counter by the métre, 
are manufactured by the aune and 
the pouce. An even more pertinent: 
case of the factory use of old 
French units is found in the 
French glove industry in which 
the prices paid to cutters, are scaled 
on measurement by the inch and 
tho ligne which is the twelfth part 
‘oy an inch. 

Space will not permit us to 
follow the unti-metricians into the 
closely-reasoned arguments with 
which they demonstrate the in- 
herent impracticability of the 
decimal system. But one objection 
will suggest itself readily on a 
moment's reflexion. For since it) 











is not possible to express a third of 
the unit by means of decimals we 
must retain a duodecimal system 
in the division of the angle and 
hence in geometry, astronomy, 
navigation, and surveying. Here 
indeed we seem to touch an argu- 
ment which upsets the whole 
theory of metric measurement, 
for if it fails us in such im- 
portant branches as these, how 
shall we bs able to verify the 
one-ten-millionth part of the 
distance from equator to pole 
upon which the whole system is 
founded? We may leave the 
metricians to answer this question 
as scientists, while as plain men 
we consider whut is, perhaps, the 
greatest objection of all to de- 
cimals. As Dean Dupuis points out 
“the metric party is composed 
most exclusively of scientific men 
nd teachers, The anti-metric 
party is composed of manufactur 
ers and the great public.” It

SHANGHAI 
ELECTIONS. 


January 15, 

Tue customary order issued by 
the Consular Body (now increased, 
it will be noticed, to seventeen 
members) with regard to elections 
for the Municipal Council has 
appeared in our columns, and at 4 
p.m. to-day the time fixed for the 
receipt of nomination papers expires. 
It is understood that seven members 
of the outgoing Council are a 
able for the coming term of office, 
and consequently the difficuly, not 
unknown in recent times, of secur- 
ing even nine residents to under- 
take the conduct of the Settlement’s 
affairs will not be experienced this 
year. Asa live and healthy com- 
munity, however, we should not be 
satisfied with this negative indication 
of popular interest in self-govern- 
ment. That nomination, which in 
the circumstances is equivalent to 
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co-option, should betome an ac- 
cepted substitute for election in the 
history of the Municipal Council 
angurs ill for the permanent con- 
tentment of the body of ratepayers, 
and, in natural sequence, for the 
sound administration of the Settle- 
ment. The reason for this is not 
because co-option is not likely to 
secure the best men available as 
councillors, but because it is cal- 
culated to give rise tg the belief 
that the (ouncil aims at being a 
close corporation and must inevit- 
ably breed dissatisfaction. An 
election indicates not only general 
interest in the affairs of the Settle- 
ment but an adequate.supply of 
public-spirited men able and willing. 
to do the work that has to be done 
and to carry out the traditions of 
fifty-four years. For this reason we 
would wish to see an election this 
year. But while on theoretical 
grounds it is to be regretted that no 
machinery exists for the informal 








discussion of municipal matters 
thronghout the year, in order to 
facilitate the opportunities of the 
community at large to have annual- 
ly a direct voice in its representa 
tion, we may congratulate ourselves 
on the absence of any necessity, 
beyond the filling of vacancies, to 
introduce radical changes in the 
existing administration. The past 
year has produced no specially 
‘abnormal features, and though we 
may anticipate ‘an interesting 
Ratepayers’ Meeting in March, its 
agenda should for the most part 
deal with questions of future policy 
rather than be retrospective. 

‘A superficial glance at the year’s 
history justifies the inference that 
the Council will find material 
wherewith to render a glowing 
account of its stewardship. Already 
we have had an indication of the 
flattering unction it has laid to 
its soul in respect to keeping the 
public informed of the progress of 
manicipal affairs. Has not sucha 
course lent itself to the fashioning 
of an invaluable weapon with which 
to administer pin-pricks, diplomatic 
and otherwise? “The practice of 
keeping the public informed of the 
progress of negotiations in matters 
‘of general interest,” it was stated 
in recent Municipal Minutes, was 
adopted “in accordance with the 
very strong expression of public 
opinion” made evident at the 





Annual Meeting of Ratepayers in| Inal 


March last. “In practice,” the 
Council goes on to say, ~‘ the change 
of method has been found to 
achieve good results in encouraging’ 
mublic interest in the affairs of the 
Bedtlement, and in stimulating 
criticism of the Council’s proceed- 
ings.” By itsel€ this would form 
no mean record for the year, if 
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what has been accomplished appeals 
as strongly to the Ratepayers as it 
does to the Council. Removed, 
however, from all possibility of 
controversy will be the policy 
adopted in regard to the police 
force. In no other respect, per- 
haps, has the Council shown itself 
more ready to accept the lead given 
it by public opinion, and to apply 
to its subject the energy and sound 
judgement that the community has 
every right to expect in its execu- 
tive. The result has been the 
creation of a force more in keeping 
with the requirements of the 
Settlement and bearing little re- 
lation to the half-starved and, con- 


sequently, tentative régime of 
twelve months ago.

THE CASE 
OF LIEUTENANT 


WOODS.

principle for all administrations, 
that in the more vital departments 
of municipal affairs the community 
looks for adequate measures, not!

The fact that the Council is the 
executive of the Settlement and 
not its deliberative assembly only 
differentiates it in many respects 
from the ordinary municipal parlia- 
ment. Though representatives no- 
minally elected by the people, our 
councillors are required to think as 
well as to act for the people ; they 
are not chosen merely to give 
legislative expression to the com- 
"s thoughts and will. The 
reason is clear. Not only is Shang- 
hai stupend indifferent to the 
bulk of municipal affairs, but it is 
on simple and broad questions of 
policy alone that the people can 
act, and then but once a year. 
In these circumstances the res-' 
ponsibilities of the Council are 
the more pronounced, and it 
behoves members to lose no op- 
portunity to keep in touch inform- 
ally with the community at large. 
On the other hand it is incumbent 
upon the latter to make the most of 
the one occasion presented to it of 
enunciating the broad lines of 
policy on which it desires to 
see its business conducted. Its 

neral approval of the present 
‘ouncil and anxiety to forgo an 
election will not justify complete 
apathy towards all municipal affairs. 
ility to select candidates for 
municipal honours whose views on 
most subjects are known to corres- 
pond with those of one or more 
sections of the community renders it 
necessary to see that Councillors are 
kept acquainted with the trend of 
popular thought. One subject—

its merits, From the telegrams 
which we have published it will 
be remembered that on November 


19 a Court of Inquiry was opened 
at Chelsea Barracks to examine 
the complaints of Lieut. Woods 
that he had been unfairly used in 
confidential reports of his superior 
officers and that pressure had been 
brought to bear upon him,—here an 
unpleasant suspicion of “ ragging” , 
was introduced into the case which 
we are glad to say was not fairly 
substantiated by the Inquiry,— 
to resign his commission. The 
investigation was —_ conducted 
throughout with the utmost care 
and on both sides in the pleasantest 
possible manner, where there was 
So much unavoidable unpleasant- 
ness. It lasted for five days ; and 
upon its results the Army Council 
decided that the reports of which 
Mr. Woods complained were not 
biassed ; that Mr. Woods himself 
was inefficient as a regimental 
officer and that his retention in the 
service was not to the interests of 
the Army. A sadder appendix to 
asad story has been written since 
by the compulsory resignation of 
that officer. It is impossible not 
to feel deep sympathy with the 
young man who, whatever his 
deficiencies, was undoubtedly keen 
to succeed in his profession and 
diligent in studies to which he 
trusted for advancement. But it 
is equally impossible not to feel 
that the Army Council’s decision 
was fully justified. Indeed Mr. 
Woods’ “repeated endeavours to 
enter the Staff College are a 
suggestion that he did not find 
himself at home in the special 
daties of an infantry commander 
and strong suspicions are aroused 
by the evidence taken at the 





place on the Agenda of the next 
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Inquiry that, if his own inclinations 
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had been followed, this Court would 
never have been held, and that he 
was pushed into public protest by 
his father, Colonel Woods, who is 
described as 2 man of thoroughly 
litigious temper. But for this 
Mr. Woods might have been 

a humiliation which cannot 
but hamper him in whatever career 
he now wishes to follow. For as 
the President of the Court was 
careful to point out, the adverse 
reports alone could have led to 
nothing worse, at least for one or 
two years to come, than a severe 


warning. 
‘Not the least remarkable feature 
of the case is that the early years 
of Mr. Woods’ service were colour- 
ed with promise and approbation. 
He passed. 17th out of Sandhurst 
in a list of 120 or 130 candidates, 
and having been gazetted to the 
Second Grenadier Guards in 
August 1900, proceeded after a 
few. months’ ‘preliminary training 
to South Africa. Here he earned 
the praise of Colonel Henderson 
who described him as a youn, 
aficer who could be trusted wi 
confidential work. It is only fair 
in the light of after events to say 
that the work ontrasted to Mr. 
Woods in this connexion was 
principally to amist Colonel Hen- 
in the official history of the 
war in South Africa. But the 
young officer also earned the a 
proval of Colonel Kinloch, of 
Colonel Eyre Crabbe and of 
his majors. Again it must be 
. soles, et Mr. Woods was 
as not mixing sufficient], 
with thoto of his own rank ; for 
this unsociability of his was ad- 
duoed at the Inquiry ss notable 
evidence of his unfitness for regi- 
mental service. Mr. Wood’s own 
version of this trait was that 
he preferred to spend his time in 
pursuits which would render him 
useful to his country rather than 
in such as might win him po- 
Balarity with his brother offcore 
was no shadow of suggestion, 
however, that mere studiousness 
need have rendered him obnoxious 
in his regiment. On the contrary, 
his brother officers are described 
as being themselves diligent and 
capable; while in particular we 
have the testimony of General 
Sir John French that Major 


Gathorne Hardy and Major 
Corkran, two of the threo 
officers ‘of whose reports Mr. 


‘Woods complained, are thorough- 


ly competent company com- 
~ manders, whom — General 
+ French “could honestly say 


. that he knew none better.” Tho 
‘ argument was that so long as 

Mr. Woods conspicuously avoided 
. his fellows, he would leave an im- 
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portant side of his training as a 
soldier undeveloped : and when we 
find him not attending a single 
dinner of the mess daring the 
whole of February 1907 in order 
that he might go up to London for 
lessons in foreign languages it may 
well seem that studiousness in an 
officer may be overdone. Coupled 
with Mr. Woods’ habits of aloof- 
ness there is abundant evidence 
from March, 1907, when the 
charges against him began to take 
definite shape, that his manner 
with the men of his company was 
unfortunate and irritating. So far 
from having any influence with 
them he was constantly rubbing 
them the wrong way: on one 
particular occasion Major Corkran 
reluctantly admitted that he was 
obliged to call Mr. Woods away on 
an unnecessary errand as the only 
means of preventing *an open 
breach between the latter and a 
corporal. Of all this dislike which 
the men felt for him Mr. Woods 
appears to have had no suspicion, 
although it was palpable to the 
most cursory observation. 

These general indications contain 
the gist of the criticisms made in 
the reports of Major Gathorne 
Hardy and Major Corkran, both of 
whom had Mr. Woods under 
special observation between March 
and November of last year. There 
is no specific accusation, although 
‘even that might have been justified 
‘on the evidence produced at the 
Inquiry, by Mr. Woods" bungling 
of a simple piece of night man- 
q@uvring at Aldershot. But the 
case against him might be summed 
a in one sentence of Major 

rdy’s : that “he shows no signs 
of initiative, self-reliance or mili- 
tary knowledge, nor, in fact of any 
of the requirements of an officer in 
the field.” The last four words 
are worth underlining for the con- 
trast they afford to the approval 
beet from i Director of the 
Intelligence Department for Mr. 
Woods’ account of the foreign 
travel to which he devoted his 
leave in 1905. It is a pathetic 
contrast, but the lesson it contains 
must not he overlooked in estimat- 
ing the precise nature of the com- 
plaints against him which were 
fully endorsed by Colonel Caven- 
dish who commands the Second 
Grenadier Guards. Much stress 
was laid on the favourable earlier 
report of Colonel Gilmour under 
whom Mr. Woods found himself 
when he went first to Aldershot in 
1903. But Colonel Gilmour ad- 
mitted at the Inquiry that he was 
largel Tndluenced in his opinion of 
Mr. Woods by the industry he dis- 
bere which persuaded Colonel 

jour to hope for improvement 
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where he could see deficiency. In 
conclusion the impression left most 
clearly on the mind after reading 
the whole evidence is that, however 
regrettable it may be on general 
grounds of regimental prestige to 
bring such scandals into public 
trial,—and doubly regrettable for 
the sake of a young man whose 
ability in some directions is un- 
doubied,—the Second Grena 
Guards has rather gained than lost 
in prestige by this particular scan- 
dal.

You have received various accounts 
bre Ca L ephoneacy Pad prevailing 
rough this general district, especiall 
toward the South West.

shang, where the Presbyterian School 
and a part of the Mission compound 
were burned by the mob, the attack was 
intended for the Government school a 
few steps distant on the street, but 
reaching the Mission compound first and 
learning that there was a school within, 
the mob would listen to no remonstrance 
bat set fire to the school building by 
breaking up chairs, piling them in the 
guest room, throwing on books, pouring 
on kerosine oil and then setting the 
whole place on fire. The school boys 
‘and the inmates of the Chinese houses 
near saved practically nothing save the 
clothes they bad on, not even their 
bedding. 
The mob attacked, it is said, no less 
than one hundred houses and places

This form 
of public charity will doubtless be more 
popular this year than ever because of 
the two-third failure of crops in this 
region. fhe prices of all food-stuifs 
raised locally are very high and im- 
portation of grain from the south and 
north has affected the market.

than in former years. Prices haye risen

A few 
mouths more and these heads will be 
stolen for fuel by some irreligious per- 
son. These temples are used more or 
less at the New Year and on special 
occasions, but for the most part the 
capital invested is tied up. One often 
wonders when people are so desperately 
poor that they tear down their own 
houses to obtain food, why they do not 
by some public act confiseate some of 
these hundreds of temples. But for 
most part the dead hand of the past, 
holds back the progressive element. The 
of temples for schools is an encour- 
ing sign.

‘Sometimes the te-nple is transformed 
into a mart of trade as it ix now in this 
great distributing centre. The Ta Ssu 
(Great temple) is the centre of the re- 
tail trade of the business suburb. The 
various courts are used as permanent 
shops for the various merchants The 
barbers occupy the raised platform in 
front of the main temple and the sellers 
of pictures compete with the fortune- 
tellers for the use of the sacred (2) 
precinct surronnding the great image 
of Buddha. The associat.s of Buddha 
‘are covered with the wares of the mer- 
chants who now have their display of 
scrolls and chromos for sale. This is 
the last month of the Chinese year and 
these things are finding a fair sale.

1 gathered a few details of 
yesterday’s scene, The ward gates of 
‘ide streets were locked, and the 
prisoners, after being given rice and 
were bound and hustled off, one 
at a time, to the fateful spot.

result in s rive of rents and the pay- 
ment by the occupier of the whole eum. 
Street cleaning and lighting are other 
matters that must bo dealt with later 
on; for what is done now, though o 
marked improvement on the filth and 
gloom of former times, is but « tithe of 
what is possible. The merchants bave 
started a Bureau of Inquiry with regard 
to the details and methods of local 
government, and « course of instruction 
‘on the lines of the Tientsin Burean is 
mapped ouf. This is no doubt very 
informing, and will bear fruit later on, 
but for the present the rapacious 
mapdarins are gathering in the dollars 
and paying themeelves for their trouble 
at @ generous rate. What is needed 
is an application to besdquarters for 
permission to organize local sdminis- 
‘tration, but mutual jealousy among the 
merchants stands in the way of this. 

WEAPON sMDaOLINO. 


The suthorities are vory much alive 
‘at present to the need for vigilance 
with regard to the smuggling of arms. 
It bas long been apparent thet 
measures of prevention taken at Swatow 
are of little avail, as every barbour 
and bay on the coast is used by 
the smugglers. Now, however, the man- 
darins have taken the matter in band, 
‘and a thorongh supervision of the 
coastline of the Ch’ao and Hui rele. 
tres is arranged for. The armed 
bands which infest the country are too 
often provided with weapons superior to 
those in the hands of ‘the soldiers sent 
to suppress them. I witnessed the 
embarkation of a battery of eight- 
pounder guns the other day. It was 
‘a refreshing touch of the old China.

It is quite possible that his retire- 
ment is partly owing to the fact that he 
finds it more and more difficult to 
control them. There is not the slight- 
est doubt that the views of 
many strongly aggressive Socialists 
out here are far in advance of those 
held, or at all events, expressed, by 
their late leader. Mr. Fisher, who 
represents Wide Bay in the Federal 
Parliament, has been chosen ‘as Mr. 
‘Watson's successor in preference to th 
other candidates—Messrs. Hughes and 
Spence—both of whom are strong men. 
He is a Scotchman, I believe, and some 
twelve years ago won a seat in the 
Queensland State Parliament as an 
advanced Socialist.

CATTLE-DRIVING, 


‘Mr. Redmond, while taking care not 
to defend cattle-driving directly, con- 
tends that it is not a crime. Techni- 
cally he is quite right. The law dis- 
tinguishes between a crime and a mis- 
demeanour, and cattle-driving ecmes 
under the less serious head. The cattle 
are not stolen or mutilated; they 
are simply driven off the grazing 
lands, Nevertheless cattle-driving is 
doing immense harm to one of Ire~ 
land's most prosperous industries. ‘The 
Irish peasants are alarmed at the 
growth of what they call “cattle 
ranches” because they threaten to 
reduce the amount of land available 
for acquirement by small farms under 
Mr. Wyndham's Land Act. No doabt 
the growth of grazing has a tendency 
in this direction, and Mr. Birrell has 
so far acknowledged the grievance as to 
promise to introduce a Bill to deal with 
it, At the same time there can be no 
question that cattle-raising is a 
branch of agriculture for which much 
of the land of Ireland is best suited, 
and that the Irish could not do a more 
foolish thing in their own interest than 
cripple this profitable industry. The 
immediate point of interest, however, is 
thet Mr. Birrell is encouraging the 
prosecution of ignorant men who take 
part in cattle driving, while he has not 
the courage to prosecute Mr. Ginnell, 
ur. the Nationalist member who 
invented this new plan of campaign and 
who goes about openly advocating it. 
The excuse of the Chief Secretary is

The Prime Minister has gone to 
Biarritz to recruit, after his recent 
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breakdown ; and doubts are felt in some 
quarters whether he will ever return 
to fill the double position of Prime 
Minister and Leader of the House of 
Commons. It is well-known, of course, 
that when the present Government was: 
formed, some of his colleagues would 
have liked him to go to the Upper 
House, with or without the Premier 
ship.

THR FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

‘The recent financial panic has excited 
a large amount of interest even from 
those not immediately concerned. Many 
writers even are inclined to make com- 
parison with the panic of 1857, which 
thongh short-lived, was one of the most 
‘severe ever experienced in the United 
States. A large number of persons 
express surprise that a panic should 
occur when the country, as shown by 
varions statistics, is in condition of 
great prosperity. Needless to state 


these men haye not been reading the |?’ 


best literature on finance. The follow- 
ing quotation from M. Juglar in a 
work on Panics published in 1889 is 
nearly word for word a description of 
this country before October last :— 


“The symptomsof approaching panic, |" 


generally patentito every one, are won 
derfnl prosperity as indicated by very nu- 
‘merous enterprises and schemes of all 
sorts, by a rise in the price of all commo- 
dities, of land, of houses, ete. ete., by an 
active request for workmen, a rise in 
salaries, a lowering of interest, by 
the gullibility of the public, by a 
general taste for speculating in order 
to grow rich at once, by a growing 
luxury leading to excexsive expendi- 
tures, a very large amonnt of discounts 
and loans and bank notes and a very 
small reserve in specie and legal-tender 
notes and poor and increasing de- 
ite.” 

Exceptions might be taken to one 
‘or two statements in the above, but in 
general they may be regarded ax a 
vivid description of the conditions prior 
to the panic. 

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S POSITION, 

‘As might have been expected the at-| 
tacks on President Roosevelt haveincrea- 
sed considerably because of the financ 
losses sustained. His message to) Con- 
gress is generally regarded as a defence 
of his position, and on the whole, a 
reasonable one. In plain words, he 
would admit that he has been the 
occasion, but in no sense the cause of 
the recent panic. 

So far as can be judged, the banks 
in New York were sound, and ably 
managed. The only exceptions were 
those where the directors drew money 
from the banks to further their own 
private business.

DOMESTIC REFORM. 


There is a general feeling that the 
suggestion by Mr. Roosevelt for a canal 
to the Gulf of Mexico from the Lakes, 
isa good one. Whether his idea of 
having one committee of ists to 
take in hand the different questions of 
irrigation, forests and canals, will be 
adopted, is more uncertain, A large 
uumber of periodicals have called atten- 
tion to the growing need of preventing 
the wholesale destruction of forests, 
until no intelligent man is unconvinced 
‘of the necessity of doing something. 
Bat owing to the division of authority 
due to the States as opposed to the 
Federal Government, it is not so certain 
that effective measures will be taken in 
time. 

Irrigating schemes are working well 
in the western states, and immense 
tracts of land that once seemed useless, 
A few canals in 
the country, of which the Erie canal 
from Buffalo to New York is by far the 
most important, have paid well. The 
traffic on the railroads keeps increasing 
and often the supply of cars is wholly 
inadequate. ‘This emphasizes the need 
of canals where they ean be made pro- 
fitable, and will make it less likely that 
they will meet with any determined 
opposition from the railroads. 

The proposition of the Postmaster- 
General that the Central Government 
introduce a Savings Bank system, 
similar to that in England securing 
the depositor against all possible loss, 
is sure to meet with opposition. 

‘The same may be said of the parcels 
post, since it would result in lessen-

‘Tho Presidential campaign looms up 
larger and larger on the horizon.

Throughout the South 
there was # vigorous campaign against 
resulting in making Georgia 
state, while © Mis- 
Alabama and other com- 
monwealths south of Mason and 
Dixon's line, will soon be in the 
ition. Even Kentucky, well- 
love of “Old Bourbon” 
thas voted against the sale of liquor in 
three-fourths of its counties. Booker 
Washington predicts that within two 
years, there will not be « saloon in any 
southern states, Louisiana and Texas 
possibly excepted. 

Prohibition has not been unknown in 
politics for many years. Previously, 
however, there has been « Probibition 
Party, which by the manner it carried 
on its propaganda, disgusted the large 
majority of voters. Various methods 
have been tried, to lessen the evil, that 
of local option being the only one to be 
largely successful. 

‘Why this wave of temperance agita 
tion should suddenly be successful, is 
not apparent. Doubtless the statement 
that it seemed the only way to keep 
Tiquor out of the hands of the lowest 
aiong the negroes, whose deeds of in- 
famy sre notorious, had much to do 
with it. 

* Many states besides those of tho 
South have a local option law. In 
Gonsequence of this, more than half th 
‘area of the country is “dry.” In the 
Jarger cities there is little or no pro- 
‘gress in suppressing the xaloon, and in 
the prohibition states, it has never been 
possible to close up all these places. 
Economists tell us, that these saloons 
are not wholly bad, and that until 
society can farnish some place where 
the masses can gather as merckants apd 
professional men de at their clubs, 
saloons are sure to flourish. In other 
words, the saloon is the workingman's 
élab, where he pays for society, amnse- 
ment and other advantages, by patron- 
izing the bar. Proviae these men 
with places where they can get every- 
thing but drink, and let them pay for 
sheo—s0d the saloon will have a strong

SHANGHAI 
ZIONIST 
ASSOCIATION. 


‘A meeting of the above uamed 
sociation took place on Sunday, 
12th inst, at No. 9 Seward Road, for| 
the purpose of submitting the Report 
of the recent Zionist Congress sent by 
the Rev. Dr. Moses Gaster, President 
of the English Zionist Federation, who 
acted as delegate for the local Zionist 
Association. Mi Myer presided, 
and there was a fair attendance. 7 
following excerpts from the Report are 
‘of general interest :— 

The 8th Congress, of which I am 
now going to report, marks s definite 
stage in the development of the Zionist 
movement. A new chapter has been 














opened which it beboves us to read | palms 


carefully, study assiduously and to draw 
‘8 lesson’ from it for our future activity. 
If we do so, the fature of our move- 
ment lies before ux more securely, for 
the period of ventures has passed and the 
chapter of accidents has, as I hope, now 
been definitely closed. ‘The first result 
of this Congress has been to erystallize 
the thoughts and wishes which are 
animating now the Zionists and to find 
the proper way for getting to work in 
the right direction. The only delegates 
who came there with a clear cat 
programme fully conscious of the 
responsibility and recognizing _ the 
critical state of Zionism, were the Eng- 
Tish delegates. We camo there with 
the mandate of submitting to the 
Congress the resolation passed unani- 
mously at our Conference. “ That 





immediate practical work be under-| Ps 





taken in Palestine.” Slowly we were 
‘able to influence the minds of the other 
delegates and so to shape the work of 
the Congress that it resulted in the 
unanimous approval of this resolution. 
It was © momentous decision fraught 
with great important consequences and 
leading to = new departure in our 
relations with other kindred societies 
‘and other organizations. In order to 
carry this out we must take advantage 
‘of every opportunity wherever and 
whenever it may present itself. If at 
‘a time we can obtain the object for 
which we are striving by political 
means, then political should be he ex- 
‘elusive of those who are appointed to 
guide and represent the movement. 
‘What promises an immediate retarn 
‘must be undertaken: we must not cling 
in obstinate tenacity to one single 
manner of action. This is the true 
meaning of the decision passed at the 
last Congress. Industries, commercial 
enterprise, purchases of Isnd, banking 
facilities, trade, fall within the four 
corners of practical work. Nor is 
education to be neglected. Should at 
jany time the chances for political work 
be greater than for any other sim we 
‘must unhesitatingly give it medi 
preference without neglecting 
educational and wets 
work. Facts are staring us in the face, 

















and we sre standing on the eve of a 
very great and farreaching change in 
the attitude of the Sultan towards 
Zionism and the Jews in general. 
cannot pass over in complete silence the 
conversations which I have had with 
the Valis and Turkish Governors in all 
the towns of Palestine and Syris, whom 
T have had the honour of visiting during 
my recent journey. I have made it a 
point to impress on them the gratitude 
felt by the Jews for the freedom 
and tolerance granted by the Sultan to 
the inhabitants of the Turkish Empire. 
I laid stress on the fact that the 
difference originally placed in the way 
of « large influx into Palestine have 
been removed ever since the pogroms, 





he| thereby giving a lesson of tolerance and 


humanity to Christian nations of the 
West. When I reached Constantinople 
I heard that the reports of the 
conversations had reached high quarters 
in Constantinople and had made 
favourable impression. I have taken 
to make one point above all 
perfectly clear that the Jews emigrating 
to Palestine had no ulterior motive 
antagonistic to the rule of the Sultan 
or to the Turkish Government ; on the 
contrary I expressed my conviction that 
they tended to become an element of 
strength to the Government, that they 
wished to be loyal subjects abiding by 
the laws and regulations of the Govern- 
ment and if possible a connecting link 
between the civilization of the West and 
the reviving civilization of the Mohain- 
medan world, A resolution was passed 
at the Congress “ to alter the Bank 
statutes of the Jewish Colonial Trust'* 
in such a manner as to make it 
impossible in the fatare for anyone to 
be able to utilize the money for any 
work but Palestine work. It is now 
our dnty to see that our work in 
ralestine should be a success and not 
« failure. If the administrative 
machinery then is to work successfully, 
it must be oiled. No work can be car- 
ried out without expense, and although 
many have brought greator sacrifices 
than they are justified, we have no 
right to allow this state of things to go 
on much longer. For this reason the 
 Party-Fund " has been decided upon 
by Congress so as to place larger funds 
at tho disposal of the Actions Committee. 
Everyone is expected to contribute the 
minimum of 4/- towards this sei 
Fund, and I have no doubt that this 
peal, circule by as, will be reaponded 
to with alacrity and zeal, Thos the last 
Congress marks for us a new departure 
from every point of view. We havea 
definite work lying before us, we have 
placed our programme of practical work 
clearly before the world. We have in- 
vited hearty co-operation from every

In connexion with 
thoir Colonial trade between Bombay 
and China, a great extent of the trade 
consisted in the shipment of cotton 
yarn, which was manufactnred in Bom- 
bay, as if Bombay were a second Man- 
chester. That trade had been some- 
what doll in China during the past 
‘year, anil so far as he knew, for the first 
time in history, 50,000 bales of Bom- 
bay cotton yarn had this 
their way into Europe.

It was, 
1a matter of some historic interest to 
find that the first mail contract which 
we had ever had anything to do with, 
some thirty years ago, paid them much 
better for a smaller and inferior service. 
Thoy had saved the Government in the 
various contracts which they had made 
that time something like £200,000 
‘a year, and they had at the same time, 
accelerated the movement of the Indian 
rails by not less than a whole week, the 
China mails by « whole fortnight and the 
Australian mails by even a little longer. 
t was in the interest of the mail service 
that they shonld contract for certain 
new ships, and they were now building 
three new ships of the Moldavia type,

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‘THE ALL-RED ROUTE, 

When last they met they were threa— 
tened with a new Australian service of 
an embarrassing character—in fact, @ 
very ambitious scheme in powerful 
hands. That scheme, however, perish- 
ed, as they: were aware, and certainly 
this was the best possible resilt for all 
concerned, and most assuredly for the 
investors who intended to place their 
money in it, The Australian mail 

service, which ran alternately with 
their own, had been given to their 
old friends, the Orient Company, 
and they were glad indeed that 
should be the case. They had heard 
a great deal about the All-Red route, 
which meant that express ships like the 
Lusitania and Manretania should leave 
Canada for New Zealand and Australia. 
Tt had been the ambition of Canada for 
many years to bave an express service 
of this character. He himself had been 
applied to once or twice in connexion 
with the project, but up to the 
present time nobody had been willing to 
meet, apparently, the necessary expendi- 
ture in connexion with it. Am express 
service to New Zealand and Australia 
would indeed demand gigantic resources, 
and it would bee matter of interest to 
find out where these resources were to 
be found, ‘There was another question 
which arose in connexion with the pro- 
ject, namely, the distance between 
Vancouver and Wellington (New Zea- 
Innd), which was 6,300 nautical mi

THE SETTLEMENT. 


To the Editor of the 
“ Norta-Cansa Dairy News 


Sin,—May we be granted a little 
space in your excellent paper briefly to 
express our views regarding “ Opinm 

the Settlement.” Your issue of 
November 8 containing Dr. DuBose's 
letter and your reply thereto has just 
come to hand. For some time back 
it has been a matter of great surprise 
to us that no vigorous protest was made 
against the many strange arguments 
advanced to shield the “* Model Settle- 
ment” jin its regrettable tardiness in 
closing its thousand or more opium 
dens, If memory serves us right, when 
ow famous Edict first appeared 
the view was advanced that the Settle- 
ment must wait until the dens in the 
native city were closed. These closed, 
the argument shifted. The dens in the 
Settlement were so much more attrac- 
fe and luxurious! As if the more 
ing place were not the surer net 
for wretched habitués of the pipe. Can 
clamour and brilliancy make sin clean? 
The British Government has made its 
representations. The Consular Body 
has now repeatedly brought forward the 
matter. Are they guilty of “forcing 
the pace?" Do they not rather believe 
in those higher relations between the 
foreign residents and this ancient Em- 
ire? It is said that “the influence 
of this Settlement in such a matter in 
‘any portion of the Empire one hundred 
miles a1 is nil.” Has the Editor 
travelled so widely throughout the 
many provinces of this great land that 
he feels safe in making such a sweeping 
tatement? We of “far-distant Sze 
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chuan” have good reason to believe 
that the influence, other than commercial, 
of the great metropolis at the mouth 
of China's mighty waterway is vastly 
greater than that suggested above. What 
‘of the numberless newspapers which 
montbly, weekly, daily pass out from 
the publishing houses of Shanghai to 
all parts of the Empire? The great 
majority, in fact practically all the 
great papers read here in the West, 
and these are not a few, come from 
Shanghai. A great portion of the 
“Chentu Daily” consists of extracts 
from down-river papers. 
there are the many merchants who m: 
regalar business trips to Shanghai, 
Can we think then that the influence 
of Shanghai is so very slight? The 
great bulk, at least, of foreigners in 
China, we would like to believe, 
strongly desire to help her eradicate 
the opium evil ; but can the Chinese 
people, looking at the ‘* Model Sottle- 
ment," see any striking evidence of 
our professed intense longing to sssist 
ane eae eprpo struggle ? 
ns  pelicy of always laggin 
tte behing, woul, in cur Beeb 
judgement, be far saner and more 
generous to show faith in the 
moral power of a good example and 
lead the way in the noble strife 
against the iniquitous traffic. May 
we in closing just say that wo 
heartily endorse all that Dr. Du- 
Bose has written in his letter. 
Surely if we can read aright he has 
penned something far stronger than 
“a vast amount of rhetoric ; " there are 
solid argument which the Municipality 
might seriously consider, lest all too 
truly they merit the unenviable re- 
putation for being the “ opium-reef of 
the Yangtze.”

A few years ago there 
was an Imperial decree forbidding the 
nse of tortare and other cruel punish- 
ments in Chinese prisons and it was, I 
understand, mainly in consequence of this 
decree that the use of that very salutary 
instrument the bamboo was. abolished 
asa means of punishment in the 
foreign Settlements—the resalt being 
that the ratepayers are put toa great 
deal of unnecessary expense in feeding 
and housing petty offenders who could 
have been far better punished with a few 
blows of the bamboo. In spite of

decree, however, bamlooing is used as a 
means of punishment in Hankow and 
Tientsin as freely as before; while, 1 
understand, the old punishments. still 
go on in the native city and, no doubt, 
in other towns. In fact probably the 
foreign Settlenientat Shanghai is the 
only place in China where the use of the 
bamboo as a mode of punishment is 
not permitted. What assurance have 
we, therefore, that the decrees against 
the use of opium will be any better 
obeyed. 

For years we have been told that 
likin was to be abolished, but it still 
flourishes as much as ever. 

It seems to me, therefore, that the 
ratepayers ought not to act hastily in 
the matter, and all they ean be expected 
to do ix to diminish gradually the 
number of opium dens year by year 
until it is seen how far the Chinese 
Government, more especially the pro- 
vincial governments, are in earnest in 
the matter, There is one further point 
thet I deserves attention, and 
that ix how far opium smoking is a 
benefit or otherwise to that very large 
class which we have in the Settlement, 
viz., the large body of manual workers, 
such as dock eoolies, riesha coolies, ete., 
who have to carry on a very exhaustive 
kind of Inbour day after day in a very 
trying kind of climate. 

Is it desirable in the absence of any 
other stimulant that they should be 
deprived after their day's work of 
being able to suoke a pipe or two of 
opium. On this point I hope we shall 


















formed the crux of the situation in its 
official aspect. We shall find, I hope, 
when the Ratepayers’ meeting’ is held, 
that this attitude does not express the 
feelings of the general body of Shang- 
hai residents and that whether they pay 
their own rates, or have them paid by 
their principals, they still can have an 
appreciation of the moral issues of 
situation. Where has Ratepayer been 
living that he should so confuse the 
issue before us here in the Settlement 
as to say : “ Until the sale of opiam is 
stopped, how is it possible for the 
Couneil or any other body to stop 
opium smoking?” Surely it has 
never been suggested that the Council 
is to stop opium smoking in the Settle- 
ment. Even missionaries would refrain 
fiom suggesting to the Settlement, 
executive that this was their duty ! 
‘The proposal is to fall into line with 
the action being taken by the Chinese 
Government and su the 
British and Indian Governments by first 
closing the opium dens, thea proceeding 
to stop the sales and restrict the growth 
of the drug and so by degrees eliminate 
the vice of opium smoking from the 
Chinese Empire. It is the first step that 
is to be under consideration at the 
forthcoming Ratepayers’ meeting, and it 
is to be hoped that the issue will not be 
confused by bringin, the drink ques- 
tion either at home or in China, or 
attempting a» discussion of the 
sibilities of the final success or failure of 
the anti-opiam movement. Back the

This statement, 
which evidence from all sides corrobo- 
rates, raises the question : Will the 
British Empire, following in the 
footsteps of Rone, Babylon and other 
ancient empires die drunk? The 
prophet Daniel shows ns that it was 
while Belshazzar and his lords were 
engaged in a dranken revel, indicating 
only too well the social conditions of 
that people, that Darius the Mede 
seized Babylon, In the days of 
strength Rome easily overcame 
the brave but undisciplined — bar- 
barians of western and northern 
Europe. But when she became 

gorged with riches, weak with vice 





. Me drank with wine, those barbarians 


overran the territories of the once 
mighty empire. 

‘There is much present-day discnssion 
by British publicists as to what effect 
the naval and commercial competition 
of Germany, the advance of Russia i 
Asin and Japan's strong competition 
in the Pacific will have upon the future 
of the Empire. Great Britain's naval 
and commercial sapremacy at this time 
is undoubted, but many are asking the 
question: Is not the period of decline 
begun or about to begin? Externally, 
perhaps, there is little evidence for this 
opinion, but is not the internal evidence 
strong ? Tests for entrance into the 
army and navy show that the physique 
of the Briton is declining. The re- 
searches of scientists and ociolo- 
ists as to the drinking habits 
of the British give results that call for 
alarm on the part of every well wisher 
of the Empire, England and Scotland 
ocenps the unenviable position of drink 
ing more alcohol per capita than any 
other nation in the world with the 
possible exception of Germany. Her 
prisons, her almshouses, her work- 
honses and her asylums are filled with 
men and women who are there becansé 
of alcohol, 

So instead of looking without to Ger- 
many, or to Russia or to Japan as the 
rocks upon which the Empire may be 
wrecked, it behoves the people and the 
ralers of Great Britain to look within for 
danger. History hasshown that, possibly 
without exception, the great empires of 
the past have perished from decay 
within rather than from the pressure of 
enemies without, and not the least of 
the cause of this internal decay was the 
excessive nse of alcohol. Gladstone 
once said. “ Aleohol has been a greater 
scourge to the human race than war, 
famnine and pestilence combined.” The , 
younger branches of the English-speak- 
ing race are taking this lesson to 
heart. Does it mot behove the 
mother country to do the same ? 

In the United States » remarkable 
revolution against the drink habit 
is taking place. Already it has at- 
tracted the attention of the whole 
nation. It will soon attract the 
attention of the world. One-half of 
the territory of the States and more 
than thirty millions of the people are 
under prohibition. In the southern 
States fonr-fifths of the territory and 
more than two-thirds of the population, 












































or more than twenty millions, are under, 
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prohibition. The three states of 
Georgia, Oklahoma and Alabama have 
recently adopted State prohibition by 
overwhelming majorities. Mississippi, 
Tennessee, the Carolinas, Florids, Texas 
‘and perhaps others will soon follow 
suit, In these latter States there is 
very little saloon territory left. In 
Tennessee, for example, the saloons 
have been banished from all the 
State except the three cities of Memphis, 
Nashville and Chattanooga, In Mis- 
simippi, ont of seventy-five counties, 
nearly seventy are alread; 
But this movement is not by any 
means confined to the South, though 
it is strongest there. In the North, 
Maine, 8, Dakota and 
already under State prohibition and 
large sections of other States are “no 
saloon,” especially in the central western 
Btates of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and 
other States. In the November elections, 
two of the four political divisions of 
Delaware voted out the saloons. 
Illinois, out of 135 electoral districts 
voting on the liquor question, 126 
voted out the saloon, Previous to this 











large parte of the State were already 
“ dry” territory. 
In addition to this movement within 





the States, Congress has prohibited the 
canteens (army saloons) in the army 
and the sale of liquor in the restaurants 
of the Capitol building. Secretary of 
0 Navy pind in Mr. McKinley's ad- 
, prohibited the issue of 
Mecho! to the sailors of the navy. All 
his successors have upheld the probibi- 
tion, In the 6,000,000 pounds of 
supplies purchased for the American 
fleet now on its way to the Pacific not 
‘one drop of liquor was included. 
Turning to Canada, we find a large 
part of the Dominion under prohibition, 
with » constantly growing temperance 
sentiment. Prince Edward Island, one 
of the maritime provinces, is under total 
prohibition. Large parts of the other 
maritime provinces, with Ontario and 
. Manitobs in the interior, are no saloon, 
with » strong demand for total pro- 
vincial prohibition. Only the fact that 
in Canada ® two-thirds reat is 
aquired to carry no licence bas 
prevented a number of these provinces 
from being entirely free of the 
saloon. Ontario failed by only a 
few thousand votes, at the. last 
plebiscite, of getting the required 
two-thirds majority. Quebec, the 
French Catholic province, is the only 
part of the dominion where there is not 
‘a strong sentiment against the manu- 
facture and sale of alcohol as a be- 











verage. 
In New Zealand we find another 
branch of the Anglo-Saxon race deter- 
mined to rid themselves of this incubus. 
Already a number, I think abont one- 
half, of the political divisions of this 
colony are under no-licence and a 
number of others have carried a ma- 
jority for prohibition bat, as in Canada, 
‘a two-thirds majority is required to! 
carry the measure. 
| Tn Australia, also, many restrictions 
are being made against this traffic and 
public sentiment is growing against it. 
In the mother country alone does it 
seem difficult to arouse a strong public 





sentiment against this destructive and 
devastating traffic? In America the 
saloon keeper and the brewer and dis- 
tillerare social outcasts. No secret or 
benevolent. society will accept them as 
members of their organizations. In 
England the brewer and distille 
high in the counsels of your nation and 
are knighted by your Sovereign 

In America, in spite of the million « 
year influx of beer and wine drinking 











capita is on the decrease. 
Britain, on the other hand, the rate is 
constantly on the increase. 

‘To one reared in the southern States 


of America, where the temperance 
sentiment has grown so rapidly during 
the past twenty years and where the 
great majority of the best people are 
total abstainers, it has been a matter of 
astonishment to see the amount of drink- 
ing done by the British here in the 
East. Outside of the missionaries the 
total abstainer is rarely found. It is 
drink, drink, drink, with the average 
Britisher everywhere and on every 
occasion ; in the home, in the club, on 
the recreation ground. If the average 
Britisher at home is as bard « drinker 
‘as the average Britisher out here in 
the East one cannot bat wonder how 
long they will be able to keep it up 
and hold their own with the temperate 
‘and total abstaining peoples. Can the 
hard drinking and self-indulgent white, 
with all the start he has had in the 

past, expect to hold his own here io 
the East with the abstaining and fragal 
Japanese? We have already seen what 
ie abstaining army and navy of Japan 
was able to do on the field of war with 
the vodka drinking army and navy of 
Rassia. one constrained to 
believe that the sober nation is not going 
to be confined to the arena of 
war, but that in other spheres of 
competition the man with the clear 
brain is going to 

We hear much of the destiny of the | © 
Anglo-Saxon races and their pre- 
dominant position in the world. They 
do hold that position to-day and should 
never lose it. But in the fierce com- 
petition of the future the race shall be 
to the sober, other things, of course, 
being equal.’ As I have pointed out 
the younger branches of the Anglo- 
Saxon people appreciate this fact and 
are throwing off the heavy handicap of 
the liquor traffic. Every well-wisher 
of the great English-speaking race 
earnestly hopes that the mother coun- 
try will follow the good example of her 
children.

ARCHITECTS’ COMMISSIONS 
To the Editor of the 

“Nonru-Curxa Darr New 

Sim,—A case in H. B, M.’s Supreme 
Court, reported in your issue of this 
morning, casts rather a strange light 
on the relations between plaintiffs as 

contractors and the defendant as 
architect. 

T do not think the defendant could 
have been aware of the existence of 
“The Prevention of Corruption Act 
1908,” or he would not have dared to 

put bis head into the «Lion's mouth 
by raising a counter-claim for ten per 
cent commission (which Mr. Justice 
Bourne said he thought was illicit com- 
mission) on all orders that he placed 
with the plaintiffs. 

The Act under which the Judge 
would probabby have taken action pro- 
vides that spy agent who corruptly 
accepts from any person other than his 
principal, any gift or valuable considera- 
tion as an inducement or reward for 
doing or forbearing to do any act in 
relation to principal's affairs or 
basiness, is liable, on indictment, to 
be sent to prison for two years, or 
be fined up to the amount of five 
hundred pounds, or if convicted 
summarily to be imprisoned for four 
months, or to be fined a sum not 
exceeding fifty pounds, Similar 
penalties are imposed on persons who 
offer the gift or consideration. The 
parties, therefore, were well advised to 
come to a settlement in the matter and 
so avoid proceedings being taken under 
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the Act. In the meantime I would 
commend the defendant's position as 
an architect to the local Society of 
Engineers and Architects, of which I 
believe he is a member.

The question has not yet been definitely 
settled between the Waiwupu and the 
British Legation in Peking, so that the 
uproar made by the natives of the Liang- 
Kang Provinces is both prematare 
and neeless. It is said that the British 
gunboats which have been sent up the 
West River, are only intended to 
earch for pirates on board those 
steamboats and launches which fly the: 
British flag, because the British au- 
thorities at Hongkong intend to put 
a stop to the misuse of the “ Union 
Jack" which is often obtained by 
Chinese merchants with the idea that 
the purchasers may claim protection: 
from the British Government in case of 
trouble with the local Chinese officials. 

I am informed that, as the policing 
of the West River is the duty of the 
Chinese authorities in Kuangsi, the 
Tuspectorate-General of the I. M. C. 
cannot interfere. Bat if the Peking 
Government thinks fit to place it ander 
the control of the Commi 
Wachou, there will be no objection on 
the part of the Inspectorate-General 
to take up the responsibility. As things 
stand the Imperial Maritime Customs 
have not the slightest intention to 
interfere in the matter unless actually 
ordered by the Controller-General of 
the Shuiwuch'n to do so.

TUESDAY'S FIRES. 


‘A werious conflagration in the Louza 
district on Tuesday morning kept the 
Fire Brigade busily ‘engaged for up- 
wards of two hours and when they left 
‘he ‘soone-some thirteen houses had been 
destroyed and seven badly damaged by 
ire and water, The alarm sounded 
‘tt 5.45 a.m. and the Bris ‘answered 
the call promptly The scene of the 
outbreak was No. 562 Kwangse’ Road, 
a shop in which 
was stored. Fanned by'a strong breeze 
the flames quibkly gat good hold on 
the adjoining premises and got many 
qinutes, ‘after the “ontbreak was dis- 
‘covered houses on both sides of Foochow 

i |. The dense, smoke 
did not daant the 
10 attacked, the flames, from 
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directions where hose could be fixed. 
‘Three engines were employed and very 
powerful streams were thus available. 
For some time the flames continued to 
spread to other property and the firemen 
had to work under trying conditions. 
‘They concentrated their efforts 60 as to 
confine the conflagration to one block 
‘on each side of the road. At about 7 
a.m. another fire broke out in a re- 
stanrant at the corner of Foochow and 
Shantung Roads. The police led an 
‘attack upon this and the fire was ex- 
tinguished in about fifteen minutes. 
Towards half past seven o'clock the 
hnge quantities of water poured on the; 
Kwangse and Foochow Koad fire had 
not only checked its advance, but extin- 
guished most of the flames. Ateight 
o'clock all danger was over, but by this 
time several firemen bad been burnt by 
falling wood and others had been scorch 
‘ed. Nos. 561-7 Kwangse Road and 
Nos, 305-9 and 357-8 Foochow Road 
were totally destroyed. Nos. 310-1 
‘and 353 Foochow Road and 114 Yan- 
nan Road were damaged by fire and 
water and Nos. 354-6 Foochow Road 
were partially burnt. 

Four men have been arrested in con- 
nexion with the two outbreaks. 

Shorty before ten o'clock the samo 
night the Fire Brigade was called out to 
the French Concession where some large 
Chinese residences situated near the 
junction of Ruc Colbert and Rue 
Laguerre were afire. The Deloge and 
Victoria engines, soveral reels and the 
ladders quickly responded to the call to 
assist Le Torreot company. It was 
found that a serious fire had broken 
out, but so promptly did the Brigade 
get to work that io about forty minutes 
the men and appliances from the 
International Settlement were able to 
return to their stations, The houses 
where the fire originated were gutted. 











THE THREATENED 
BOYCOTT.

An attempt bas been 
made to promote a strike among the

On Sunday morning the following 
advertisement appeared in the principal 
Chinese papers in the Settlement :— 

“A most important notice issued by 
the Shanghai (Chineso) General Cham- 
ber of Commerce for the information 
of all -— 

We have received at this moment a 
secret dispatch from Provincial Ji 
Joi stating that he hes beard that in 
order to oppose the Railway Loan the 
Sing Yi Savings Bank bas printed and 
disseminated an Express to the effect 
that commencing with next year (Feb- 
roary, 1908) notes issued by the Hong- 
kong and Shangbai Bank are not to 











be used and that business with 
another foreign hong shall also 
be stopped. As it is feared that 


such action may create trouble and 
complications, this Chamber is asked 
to lose no time in ordering the Bank 
in question to stop doing 0. This 
Chamber has also heard of this matter. 
Now, with regard to the Railway 
‘question, representatives (of the two 
provinces concerned)’ are already in 
Peking consulting with the Waiwupu 
‘a8 to the best way of doing things. Im 
[deed the gentry and people of Shanghai 
‘are even now looking to British mer- 
chants to sct in an intelligent and just 
‘manner and not to coerce the people of 
‘Kiangea and Chékiang into borrowing 
money. Such being the case, how can we 
Chinese "Merchants act, on the. other 
hand, in an unintelligent manner, and 80 
endanger the eafety and well being of 
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trade? For this reason this Chamber 
hastens to inform the members of the 
various trades and professions at once 
to destroy and burn the Expresses 
issued by the said (Sing Yi Savings) 
Bank that may have been received by 
them. On the other hand this Cham- 
ber has already discovered the truth 
of the subject of Provincial Judge Jui's 
dispatch and bad sent a warning 
to the Savings Bank in question 
to lose no time in destroying any 
Expresses in its hands that have not 
yet been disseminated. 

A special Notice to all concerned 
whicl to be trusted will by borne in 
mind by every one." 

In view of this repndiation by the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce and the 
salatary steps taken by the Municipal 
Police, it is to be hoped, as much in the 
interests of the Chinese themselves as of 
others, that the Settlement will have 
heard the last of the proposed boycott 
88 soon as Yin’s case has been settled. 
In the absence of more explicit evidence 
against them, there would seem to be 
little to gain from further action against 
the men arrested under orders from 
Peking. The Central Government will 
have asserted its authority and its 
prompt action should, certainly, be a 
warning to others, 

THE CHINESE PRESS. 

Perbaps the most promising sign of 
new leaf being turned in the history 
of this unfortanate incident, is the 
decision that the local Chinese Press is 
reported to have arrived at, not to 
publish anything further that is calca- 
lated to rouse the feeling of the popu- 
Ince. Of Iate the cartoons in the Chi- 
nese papers have been characterized 
by considerable virulence and have, 
probably, created far more anti. 
foreign sentiment than Yin's abortive 
pamphlet. Much ground will have 
to be made up, if the editors propose 
to try to counteract the evil already 
done; but the decision arrived ut on 
Sunday evening cannot fail to have 
some effect. 

THE PROCEEDINGS IX couRT. 

Jang Sen-yung (alias Yin) appeared in 
custody in the Mixed Court on Monday 
morning before Mr. Pao (Aasistan 
Magistrate) and Mr. 8. Barton (British 
Assessor), th having caused to’ 
be printed and circulated in the Settle 
ment a circular the contents of which are 
of such @ natare as to be an incitement, 
to disorder and a menace to the 
and good order of the Settlement. 

‘Mr. Springfield appeared for the 
police. 

Mr. T. Morgan Phillips, Counsel for 
defendant, said that an arrapgemient had 
been made to hand the accused over to 
the Taotoi for trial, and it appeared to 
Counsel that that was the best arrange 
ment that could be made in the interests 
of all parties. It was admitted that the 
defendant ‘caused the leaflets to be pub- 


Mr. Springfield said that he had in- 
structions to point out that these leaf- 
bod might have caused serious tron- 
































At this point the Assessor said that. 
the Court knew all the circumstances of 


the case, and the Court did not wich 
to hear any evidence, because the 
accused had admitted the trath of the 
charge. 

Mr. Springfield said that he desired 
to point out that the office that printed 
these leaflets was the one that printed 
seditious literature in 1905. 

‘The Court desired further information 
concerning the printing office and 
Inspector Chilver said that the owner 
of the shop was employed at the 
Presbyterian Mission Press and only 
came occasionally to the shop, which 
was situated at No. 652 Purdon 
Road. Theproprietor’s naue was Hang 
Sz-kung and the shop was known as 
Hung Yung-chee, Hung, when spoken 
to about the leaflets, said that he had 
received an order from the bank to print. 
20,000, That number was printed and 
delivered at the bank. Hung had not 
‘come to the Court, but he promised to 
do 80. 

‘The Court ordered that the accused 
should be handed over to the Taotai to 
be dealt with. 

Mr. Springfield protested against the 
way in which the case had been rushed 
through. 

The Assessor replied that an oppor 
tunity to protest wonld be given else- 
where, 


Yang Lang-jun, the working manager 
of the printing shop, then came before 
Court charged with being concerned 
in printing the above matter. 

The Court questioned accused, who 
said that the owner of the shop was 
in Hankow and his son was temporaril 
in charge at the time; a shroff from the 
‘Sin Yi Bank came there with an order 
for the leaflets to be printed. The 











shroff came to accused and accused 
replied that he would not dothe work ; but 
the shroff said that the bank would take 
all responsibility in the matter. 


Accused then agreed to do the work.

a cireular. This proceeding, by the 
wanton disturbance of public trade, is 
calculated to bring abont very grave 
harm. Besides requesting the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to inform branch 
associations in other places, in every 
cease to take steps to exhort and pre- 
vent this measure, I now accordingly 
issue = proclamation and hereby look 
to merchants to take note that the 
‘existence of open trade actions 
between Chinese and Foreigners de-

The directness of speech and 
firmness shown in the Proclamation 
‘are in striking contrast with the some- 
what equivocal notice issued on Sanday 
by the Chinese Chamber of Commerce, 
‘and we welcome the prompt action thus. 
taken by his Honour M, T. jiang to 
cope with a movement tbat in the end 
would have proved as prejudicial to 
Chinese as to foreigners. It would be 
idle to ignore the possibilities of the 
ti-loan campaign, which under official 
auspices (i.e. at the provincial centres) 
might lead to serious complications ; but 
in view of the attitude of the Peking 
Government and of the fect that it in to 
the interest of the commercial element 
in these provinces to have good rela 
tions between the foreign and Chinese 
sections maintained, we may hope that. 
the worst is over. 

















THE SHANGHAI 
TRAMWAYS. 


The construction of .the Shanghai 
Tramways bes been practically complet- 
ed The care for the sersicehay oP 
arrived in Shanghsi and wort of them 
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have been put together. All that is 
now awaited is the carrent to supply the 
motive power for the trams. Two or three 
‘reeks must then elapse before the service 
isinaugurated, as, in order to minimize 
the risks of accident, the Company de- 
sires to make the native drivers 
thoronghly efficient before the trams 
are allowed to traverse the busy streets 
of the Settlement. The current, it is 
expected, will be switched on in about a 
fortnight’s time, and the drivérs will be 
trained up and down Avenue Road, a 
coovenient thoroughfare for the purpose, 
owing to its proximity to the car 
shed and the comparatively light 
traffic in the neighbourhood. Had 
carrent been available it would have 
been possible to open portions of the 
route several weeks ago. 

‘The terms of the tramway concession 
ue too well known to need repetition 
here. Obtained by Messrs. Brace, Peebles 
and Co., under an agreement signed on 
October 10, 1905, the concession was 
taken over and financed by the Shang- 
bai Electric Construction Co., for whom 
the original concessionaires have done 
the actual work of construction. The 
work of the contractors has been super- 
ised by Mr. R. Wright, as 
representat of the Company's 
consulting engineers, and the cables 
hare been supplied by Callender’s Cable 
Company. Upwards of twenty-three 
miles of track have now been Isid, and 
litle remains to be done but to complete 
the overhead cable work on the new 
Garden Bridge and the Chekiang Road 
Bridge, both of which structures are 
npidly nearing: completion. 

















SOME NOVEL FEATURES. 
Shanghai possesses some advantages 
over other cities for the operation of a 
tramway service ; the flatness of 
Settlement eliminates the principal 
cause of tramway accidents and reduces 
the amount of carrent required, But 
thee are drawbacks also. The nar- 
rowuess of the streets has necessitated 
the laying of a narrow-gauge line, 
and consequently there will not be 








passenger accommodation on the 
top of the trams, Then there 
tre no precedents to guide the ad- 





‘ministration in inaugurating the service. 
This will lead to the introduction of 
tome novel features. For instance, 
the tram-routes have been divided into 
numbered sections, and the tickets, 
instead of bearing the names of the: 
termini on each route will merely bear 
uombers corresponding to these sections. 
The same tickets will be used all over 
the rontes, the conductor punching a 
hole opposite to the number of the 
sections over which the passenger is 
entitled to travel. ‘The sections on 
eich route are posted in conspicuous 
place in each car, and printed in Eng- 
lish and Chinese. They will be : 

Bund (Astor House, or the Club) to 
Defence Oreck ; Defence Creek to Car- 
tar Road ; Carter Rosd to Bubbling 
Well; Carter Road to Chefoo Road ; 
Chefoo Road to Railway Station ; 
Band (Shanghai Club) to Astor House; 
Astor House to Muirhead 
‘Moithead Road to Lay Road ; Lay Road 
to Yangtzepoo Terminus ; Astor House 





to Range Road ; Range Road to Rifle 
Range. 

For all these sections the first-class 
fare will be five cents. The fare for two 
sections is ten cents and so on. The 
Tongest route is from the Club to Yang- 
‘tzepoo, for which the first-class fare will 
be twenty cents. 

‘The drivers and conductors will be 
Chinese, but at least twice on each 
journey cars will be visited by foreign 
inspectors. An elaborate system for 
checking the issue of tickets has been 
arranged, and there will be s kiosk at 
each terminus to accommodate a clerk, 
whose business ude the timing 
of the cars, ete. The frequency of the 
service will depend upon the demand ; 
the Company is prepared to pnt on five 
minute services when and where it is 
necessary. Double rails are Isid along 
the principal thoroughfares, and where 
the care travel backwards and forwards 
on single rails there are loops, at short 
intervals, within sight of esch other. 
Sbanghai’s freedom from fogs removes 
the principal inconvenience experienced 
where single tracks have been laid. 

THe DEPGr. 

‘A large car dopdt has been erected 
at the junction of the Hart and Great 
Western Roads, The sheds are built 
of galvanized iron, and the trams enter 
the various doors over a network of 
rails and under a network of wires. 
Cor steel doors, mounted on 
rollers, close each entrance when neces- 
sary. Entering the depot last Satur- 
day, our representative found it literally 
fall of cars. Sixty-four trams had been 
erected, and the last car was being 
put together. Betwoon each pair of 
rails in the shed there are pits to 
able the staff to inspect the mechani: 
of the cars from below. Each with its 
new coat of red paint, the trams looked 
serviceable and comfortable. The terms 
of the concession do not allow of any 
exterior disfigurement with advertise 
ments. The cars are mounted on four 
wheels, each pair of which is geared to 
‘a motor. There are driving platforms 
‘at both ends, equipped with Messrs. 
Bruce, Peebles’ K 1 type controllers, 
handbrakes, automatic switches, a 
foot-gong,  sand-cock and lifeguard 
release, The life-guards, which are of 
the Hudson, Bowring type, are im- 
mediately under the driving platforms. 
‘A wooden gate, known asa feeler, 
hhangs to within a few inches of the 
rails, and should it meet with any 
obstruction across the rails, swings 
back and releases scoop, which drops 
across the metals and picks up the 
obstruction, whether it be a body or a 
big stone. There are sand boxes 
under the seats, which are also operated 
by the driver, and enable the wheels 
to grip when the line is slippery. Each 
car is divided into two compartments, 
to seat twelve first and twenty second- 
class passengers respectively. ‘The 
seats in the first-class compartment 
are covered with rattan; those in the 
second class are of wood. A sliding 
door separates the two classes. A 
flexible cord, connected’ mith a bell on 
the driving platform, rans through the 
interior and enables the conductor 




























platforms there aro 
“lazy tong” steel gates, which can be 
closed to prevent passengers enter- 
ing or leaving on the wrong side. 
The cars are lighted by electricity, 
and are provided with side window: 
and sun-shatters, small upper windo 
and roof ventilators, all of which can 
be thrown open to allow a through cur- 
rent of air during the hot weather. 
The destination of each car is shown by 
a transparent roller-blind in front, bear- 
ing English and Chinese characters, 
which is set on each journey. Notices 
in English, French, and Chinese warn 
passengers against smoking, spitting, 
or bringing dogs on board. "It is to be 
hoped that the second rule will 
be strictly enforced. The route 
each car will take will farther be in- 
dicated at night by coloured slides over 
one of the headlights, The interior of 
the roof and the smaller windows will 
ing purposes. The 
yged in series and in 
parallel, s0 that should one of them 
break down the ear could still make its 
way back to the depdt. Moreover a 
portable telephone is carried, by means 
of which communication can be establish- 
ed with headquarters through one 
of the numerous junction boxes. The 
trams also carry an emergency repair 
outfit, including’ rubber gloves and 
few simple tools. Should the hand- 
brakes fal the trama ean be brought up 
in half their own length by the electric 
brakes, For starting the cars there are 
three resistance grids beneath. Each 
tram, complete, weighs about ten tons. 

The car shed also contains « repair 
shop, fitted with a hydraulic ram, with 
a pressure of eight tons to the squaro 
inch—for removing and replacing tyres 
jotor, lathes and otber machinery. 
Mention should also be made of an 
electric air-compressor for blowing out 
the motor cases of the cars. 

The remainder of the accommodation 
in the sheds is devoted to store-rooms, 
‘a strong room, waiting rooms for the 
staff, and offices for the traffic-superin- 
tendent and his assistants. Residences 
he foreign staff are building in the 
vicinity. 

The actual date of the opening of 
the train service has not yet been de- 
cided. It is expected that the cnrrent 
will be ready in a fortnight’s time, and 
two or three weeks later, when the 
drivers have mastered their duties, the 
trams may be expected to make their 
‘appearance in the streets of the Settle- 
ment. 


THE CHEKIANG 
DISTURBANCES. 


Eight sisters of the Order of St. 
Vincent de Paul arrived here from 
‘Tsofoupang on Sunday. In that village 
the Sisters carry on a useful work 
among the poor. They have a hospital 
with twenty beds for women and thirty 
for men, a dispensary aud an 
orphanage, and 200 children look 
to them for support. Of theso infants 
100 have been placed ont to nurse with 
Christian families. At the time of the

The rioters have shown 
no anti-foreign feeling; they burnt 
down the Catholic Mission at Ahzah 
merely because, they anid, the Mandarin 
would have to pay for it. The mal- 

+ contents have been looting freely, and 
they scem to be adherents to a secret 
society. ‘The Sisters understand that 
the rioters wear a distinctive dress, and 
go about in bands of about a thousand. 
They have been stopping boats on the 

canals and holding wealthy gentry for! 
ransom. It is reported that before 
the advent of the band spies are sent 
into the neighbonthood to find ont 
whether there are any wealthy men

“THE WILDS OF 
NORTHERN 
CHINA.” 


Lt.-Col. C. D. Bruce read a paper on 
the above subject before the members of 
the Union Church Literary and Social 
Guild last night. A large and ap- 
preciative audience listened to the de- 
scription of the lecturer's travels. 

















After being introduced by the 
Rev. ©. E. Darwent, Lt.-Col. 
Bruce said that the’ principal 
object of his journey was the’ 





making of a detailed survey, and three 
months were occupied in’ travelling 
from tho Chinese fronticr at Chiaya- 
kaan to Peking, during which he and 
his companion, Captain Layard, hardly 
ever spent more than one night at the 
same place. The lecturer then procesd- 
ed to describe his entry into China by 
the frontier fortress of the Gi 
Wall. Chiayukunn at the present day 
consists of = somewhat inferior 
mud-brick fort, 150 yards square, 
with no guns and a garrison of about. 
ten withered old men. Piles of small 
round stones are heaped up at intervals 
round the walis for the purpose of 
repelling invaders. The next place to 
be reached was Suchou, where the 
travellers witnessed the celebrated 
Feast of Lanterns. The festivities 
were responsible for a delay of three 
days, and then commenced the seven- 
ten-day journey to Liangchou, a dis- 
tance of 300 miles, over a miserable 
track in native carts. It was during 
thie part of the journey that the party 
met the first European they had seen 
for six months—Mr. Déring of the 
Bible Society. After describing the 














inhabitants of Western Kansab, the 
lecturer turned to the evils of opium, 
and said :— 

“One blot, and that no small one, 
lies on the people of Western Kansn. 
Tt is that men and women are to a 
fearful extent habitual and confirmed 
smokers of opium. From personal 
observation I should have placed the 
percentage high, bat had I not had the 
beat authority for saying ae, nota high 
as it would appear to be. 

“ Monseigneur Otto, Catholic Bishop. 
of Kansu, who has spent thirty years of 
his life in China, and a large portion of 
that time in Kansy, reckons six men 
out of every eight of the population 
as confirmed in the habit. Opium- 
smoking is sometimes compared to the 
unnecessary drinking common to most 
Enropean nations. But this in no 
sense represents a trne perspective. It 
is well known that opium is largely io 
use among other Asiatic races, some 





of our own native Indian soldiers being |i 


of this number; but that it can for 
one moment be considered in China 
as merely harmful excess confined 
to a small minority of those who use 
the drug is not the truth. Without 
statistics it useless to attempt to 
draw exact comparisons, but it is only 
necessary to travel for a few months 
in Western Kansu to see how all- 
embracing in its fearful effects the 
h 















Facilis descensus Averni is a 
maxim with which we are all famili 
and in the sense in which it is 
generally used it applies to nothing 80 
aptly as the career of the immoderate 
‘opium-smoker. During the last 
efforts have been made to control, if 
not to extinguish the evil ; and if high- 
sounding edicts’ from the Imperial 
brash could alone accomplish the im- 
possible we might hope for better things. 

“Worthy of all praise as such 
‘attempts are, there would be more hope 
of ultimate success had moderation 
been shown in the commencement of 
the erusade. Unfortanately the edict 
has gone forth that in ten years 
opium-smoking will no longer exist. In 
China, and in this form I feel 
confident the experiment may be said 
to be doomed. Let us suppose, for 
the sake of analogy, that a bill 
could pass through two Houses of 
Parliament suppressing not only the 
abuse of beer-drinking, but the use of 
beer within the same limit of time. 
Would any person expect to see onght 
but failure accompany such a pre- 
posterous attempt? Yet the task to 
which the rulers of China have yoked 
themselves is # thousand times more 
impossible. 

“ Tt is allowed by the yese anthor- 
rities, who, it may be said incidentally, 
do not as a rule err in severity in the 
enumeration of national faults, that 
forty per cent of the Chinese use opium. 
Had the percentage been raised con- 
siderably, and the forty per cent starred 
as abusing the use of opinm, perhaps 
we should have been nearer the real 
figures. Whatever these may be, it 
should be remembered that the abuse of 
this drug is not confined to the lower 
orders. On the contrary, it numbers 
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‘among its slaves—those most hopelessly 
addicted to its use—the highest and 
‘most powerfal in the country. 

“Not only as consumers do we find 
such men, but also as producers. Much 
of the land upon which opium is growa 
is in the hands of magistrates and 
even higher officials. As the most pro- 
ductive crop, in spite of its paying in 
places double taxation, the ares under 
the poppy is anoually increasing in 
Chins. In some parts good wheat- 
land is turned into poppy-land, with 
the result that whole districts formerly 
capable of raising sufficient food-staff 
for local requirements must now import. 

“Nor are the vested interests in favour 
of the drug less strong in other ways. 
It is well known that’ no Chinese 
magistrate could exist upon the miser- 
‘able stipend he -receives. It has 
hitherto been his business, and that of 
no one else, how he supplemented his in- 
one of the chief sources was, 
xtra royalties or “ pickings 
which could be dragged in an ever- 





















The few examples quoted only serve 
to indicate some of the vested interests 
which will be found in the inert mass 
of those lying in the way of an honest 
attempt to curtail the supply or use of 
opium. 

“ Whether the Chinese Government, 
hitherto @ synonym for conservatism of 
the most harmful kind, is likely to 
succeed in the crusade it has initiated 
‘against opium-smoking, time alone can 
show. 

“If it is willing to supply adequate 
guarantees that the attempt is a 
sincere one, made solely for the good of 
the people, then indeed has China 
awakened to the evil, and it is England's 
destiny once more to stand for pro- 
gress and the right, and to help to the 
utmost of her ability. 

From Liangchou the route lay to 
Lanchon, the Provincial capital, situated 
at the narrowest in the centre of 
a basin-like valley, surrounded by high 
hills. From the north-west the city is 
approached by bridge of boats or a 
ferry, according to the season of the 
year. The annual construction of the 
bridge of boats is conducted with con- 
siderable ceremony. Lanchou is famed 
for the beanty of its women and the 
fragrance of its tobacco. After a 
week's stay at this city Col, Brace and 
his companion set out towards Pekii 
passing through Pingyang, Chingyang- 
fa, with its famous tunnel, Fenchou, Tai- 
yoanfa and Chengtingfo, a station on 
the Lu-Hun Railway, en route. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
proposed by Dr. Timothy Richard, 
brought an enjoyable evening to close. 


RUBBER. 


(Contributed.) 

The following details have been gather- 
ed daring a visit through Malays, Java, 
and Borneo, which comprised personal 
investigation of estates in the former 
country, and a thorough inquiry into 
the rubber industry of all of them, and 
in view of local investments the con- 

















clusions may not be without interest to 
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‘speculators, for which reason 
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total estimated consumption for 1912 
of 142,352 tons. 

“If we increase the yield to 1} Ib— 
estimating that every tree planted 
ill in 1912 give us 1} Ib. per 
\—the Malay peninsula will then 
fornish 8,213 tons, or only 1-17th of 
the estimated world’s consumption of 
rubber at that date.” 

At the present time the bulk of the 
world’s supply of rubber is obtained 
from the Congo and South and 
Central America, but impossible 
that this supremacy of output will exist 
ten or fifteen years hence.

Tt has been shown over and over again 
‘that the output of all the rabber from 
every estate at present in existence, 
with every tree in fall bearing, cannot 
affect the legitimate profits which the 
proprietary companies will unquestion- 
‘ably earn. And one should not lose 
sight of the fact that new companies do 
not mean new estates, bat are as often 
existing private plantations in partial

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The present market price of rubber, 
however, has little to do with these 
scares, but is affected by the obscure 
American financial outlook. American 
manufacturers have been obliged to 
keep stocks low, and their raw material 
orders well within bounds, so that 
much of the South American rubber 
which naturally would go to the States 
is coming on to the European markets. 
A further decrease in the price of 
rabber could never be permanent, for 
such s reduction would cause so great 
fan increased demand that the selling 
price would of necessity rise again. Or 
even if a combination of circumstances 











ro-| were possible that would cause » re- 





duction in price, rubber shares would 
be « safer investment, giving handsomer 
returns than almost anything else 
fone can name, Rubber would vhen be 
used for thousand articles in a 
thousand ways, which its present price 
prohibits, and the present estates would 
not be able to supply a tenth part of the 
quantity required. Every wheel would 
be rubber tyred ; every hospital, church, 
billiard room, office, and stairs, would be 
rubber carpeted ; it would be used on our 
roads, our roofs, and in more ways 
deed than we can conjecture; and it is 
improbable that a large demand would 
increase supplies of wild rubber owing to 
the necessity of going into less accessible 
country for it, which would make it 
unremanerative. 


REMINISCENCES OF 
SEVENTY YEARS.

The ten pad from 1847-1857 passed 
over my idle soul I fear chiefly with the 
thrills and pangs of success or failure in 
the sport of fly-fishing, a ruling passion 
me during these years, and still 
lingering on in the tips of my fingers. 
Fishing in the fine trout streams of 
Dorset, where fish run up to 5 Ib. or 6 Ib. 





















rt,| or more, one has been caught this year 


weighing more than 10 Ib., even’ ap- 
proaching the size of the great Thames 
trout; and fishing requiring much 
greater skill and patience in the lovely 
Devonshire cleaves and valleys, near 
Dartmoor, the streams there much nar- 
rower and overhung with bushes, and 
the fish, trout and heppers, small but 
amazingly active,—that was my ideal of 
sport. But through all these idle years 
of an idle fellow, the great world 
close by was calling. My brother 
Charles and I were in Devonshire one 
summer with my father’s tutor and curate 
fishing, when we were summoned home. 
Cholera had broken out in our parish 
and the curate’s help was wanted. I 
will not deseribe the terror of those 
weeks. Ihad a sharp attack myself ; 
‘snd there were more than 200 bad 
eases out of a popolation of 2,000. 
Had the recent visitation at Ningpo 
been in the sane proportion we should 
have had 40,000 cases instead of the 
say 1,500 or 2,000 which so alarmed 
the city. It seemed strangely con- 
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nected. with what was another groat 
calamity, recurring for many years, 
and not yet wholly eradicated—the 
potato disease, and the consequent 
very terrible Irish famine, If ever the 
heart of England went out in all 
sympathy and active help to Ireland 
it was then. The disease was very 
bad in this cholera year, 1849, and 
again I think in 1852, when the 
cholera came again. You could see one 
summer evening acres of potatoes 
green and in flower—and flourishing — 
and the next evening the plants! 
struck lack and smelling badly. My 
father and mother stood almost between 
the dead and living in these days, and 
received the pablic thanks of the Mayor! 
amd Corporation, and people of Dor- 
chester for their self-denial and self- 
devotion ; and thewonderful way through 
which ‘with the loyal and able help of 
the doctors, they managed, thank God, to 
confine the epidemic to the large village, 
not a-case occurring in the town, though 
separated only by,a narrow gutter. My 
father's theory ‘was that the potato 
disease, and wheat rust, and the similar 
plague which has fallen on the coffee 
plant in Ceylon, and the vines in France, 
isa kind of tubercnlosis ; and that the 
plants would throw it off if some artificial 
tonic and nutrient could be got to 
them. He tried this the next year, and 
with some success, on his potatoes, and. 
also by supplying wheat stalks with 
additional silica. It is, I sappose, the 
case that human bodies are much the 
same and that,to keep up the strength 
is in most cases the only hope of 
battling with disease. 

The year 1851 was, if I remember 
rightly, the year of the so-called Pa 
aggression, and of Lord John Russell's 
Ecclesiastical Titles i 
stone inveighed against in vain. 
John was caricatured in “Panch” as the 
little boy who chalked up“ No Popery” 
and then ran away. I remember welt 
the great and excited town and 
county indignation meetings held 
at Dorchester the speech of the: 
county member Bankes, descendant 
of the heroic Lady Bankes who held 
Corfe Castle so long against the Par- 
iamentary forces. He quoted with 
much applause verses very popular 
‘at the time, about Catholic emancipa- 
tion and aggression, Only two 
lines remain in my memory, addressed 
to the speaker of the House of Com- 
mons : 

“A lion stands without, mild, suave 
and thin, 

Say, Mr. Speaker, shall we let him 
aT? 
























It is hard to decide which was most 
te blame—the ignorant agitators in 
this popular outbreak, or the unwisdom 
of the Wiseman” chiefly responsible for 
recklessly challenging the contest. 

From the year 1850 till 1870, and 
indeed nearly to the day of his death, I 
knew by sight, and latterly person 
ally, one of the truest and parest poets 
cof the 19th century, whose fame 
is distinctly growing now, William 
Barnes, the Dorset singer—best in his 
dialect verse of three volumes—admir- 
able also in his poems in plain Englab.

‘Then you might 
ask me, continued the Viscount, why 
we do not call it an international ex- 
hibition? When we look npon the pre-

First, we expect to make it a genuine 
representative display of Asiatic pro- 
ducts, As far as we know, no exbibi- 
tion has ever been held taking in the 
bole of Asia for the information of the 
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peoples of the West. The gentleman 
to my left, the Chinese Consul-General, 
will, we feel sure, assist us all in bis 
power, as well as bis people to make the 
exhibition a success in this respect. 
(Applause). 

Next point, we expect to make the 
exhibition a special one. The colonies 
of Europe and America in Asia are 

rapidly to the front in interna- 
tional commerce. The products of these 
colonies are coming to Japan, some in 
the form of raw material, others in a 
‘manufactured shape. This colonial 
trade of Japan is now held in the front 
rank of our future trade in the Indian 
Archipelago and Asiatic waters. It 
extends beyond the eqnator, to New 
Zealand and Australia and many other 
parts of the world. We expect to make 
Japan the centre of the colonial trade of 
‘Western nations in the Far East. 

MACHINERY AND ELECTRICITY, 

With regard to machinery and 
electricity and manufactured goods, this 
is most important. Japan has just 
entered the industrial comity ; in other 
words Japan is just being transformed. 
But although Japan is changing, we 
should like yon to bear in mind that we 
are in very imperfect state, We 
‘ask the Western people, with their 
experience and scientific knowledge, 
to bring their new machines and 
new inventions and show us how to 
change from home industry into the 
factory industry of which Europe and 
America are proud. So, with regard to 
machinery, I hope you will influence 
your people at home to bring such 
machines ax will fit in with the present 
conditions of Japan, Supposing you 
bring a machine, which is so gigantic 
‘that we have no means wherewith to 
transport'it to the site of the exhibition 
and which could not possibly be utilized 
in this country ? We could wish you’ to 
tell your home people just what dimen- 
sions, what horsepower and what 
machines are needed here. For this 
we would be thankful for 
assistance. 
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MACHINES TO BE novoHT. 
Our Government desires every ex- 
jhibitor from foreign countries to show 
stich machines ax will find parchasers 
here. We de not want foreign ox- 
hibitors to have to tke their machines 
howe. We hope to buy every ono of 
them and the exhibitors go home with 
some gain, That is the wish of our 
Imperial Government. Consequently 
wo may possibly in the regulations to 

issned limit the horse-power of 
machinery, not to restrict the number of 
exhibits, but simply to guide foreigners 
in the class of machines needed here. 
In this connexion, I might emphasize 
two kinds that are required particularly 
hand machines and those having to do 
with electricity. As you know by 
residence here, Japan is ‘® mountainous 
country. Water-power is found every- 
where and we expect to utilize it by 
machinery such as ix used in Switzer- 
Iand or Sweden. Snch machinery 
shonld be brought here and studied. 
Let foreigners explain its working, and 
let the Japanese see with their own 
eyes, by the guidance of foreign en- 
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gineers. The Japanese will understand 
ite use, and the machines will be set 
to control the pool, the waterfall, the 
rapid. 

Besides street cars and electric light, 
we see here many electrical institutions

MUTUAL ADVANTAGE!

Now we have no’ large 
factories as you have. There is a very 
large margin to fill up by your mana- 
factured gooils, but theré is « mut 

advantage. Let the keen business men 
come here and see our goods and 
compare them with their own. The 
Japanese are clever enough but they 
are not cheap enough, ‘They might 
find many things that might be sup- 
plied much cheaper than we make them 
here, because our industrial establish- 
ments are not up to the mark of the 
Europeans.

FIGHTING IN KOREA.

His Britannic Majesty's Consulate 
General at Shanghai as No. 96689 
(No. 10 of 1906), condemned as for- 
feited to His Majesty for violation of 
sub-section 2 of Section 51 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act 1906 and in 
accordance with the 76th Section of the 
Merchant Shipping Act 1894 (57 
and 58 Vic. ¢ 60). 

On a second writ dated January 
6, 1908 it was stated 
The plaintiff as His Britannic 
Majesty's Consul-General at Shanghai 
claims to have the ship or vessel known 
as the Maori King registered as» 
British ship in the Register kept for the 
registration of British ships at His 
Britannic Majesty's Consulate-General 
at Shanghai as No. 96689 (No 10 of 
1906), condemned as forfeited to His 
Majesty for violation of the 69 Section, 
sub-section 1 of the Merchant Shipping 
Act 1894 (57 and 58 Vic. ¢ 60). 

Mr. H. P. Wilkinson said that he 
appeared in this case as Orown Advocate 
as counsel for the plaintiff in bis capa- 
city of Consul-General. Counsel under- 
stood from Mr. Ellis that he was 
appearing on behalf of the 
owners or others interested in the ship, 
‘and counsel did not know why Mr. 
Ellis was not present, 
is Lordship—The defendants do 
not appear at present. 

Mr. Wilkinson—He may have mis- 
taken the time. 
is Lordship intimated that he would 
proceed. 

The Crown Advocate said that there 
were two writ ned. 

His Lordship asked if this case was 
to be tried without pleadings. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that on the writs 

and on the affidavit of Mr. Rose, he 
would ask that the trial should proceed 
without pleadings. 

His Lordship remarked that there 
was no reason under the rule for having 
pleadings. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that he had 
‘understood that the point might. arise. 
Under Section 100 of the China and 
Corea Order in Council the Supreme 

tourt had Admiralty jurisdiction. 
Then there was Article 5 which gave 
jurisdiction and stated to what it 
extended. 

His Lordship said that he had no 
doubt as to his jurisdiction, unless this 
point was raised by the other side. 

Mr. Wilkinson explained the writs 

‘and read the sections of the Merchant 
Shipping Act referred to. 
Lordship reverted to the 
question of pleadings saying that 
this was a matter of considerable 
portance’ and, therefore, everything 
should be in order. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that he had 
followed the leading case ot the steamer 
Annandale (Aspivall’s Maritime Law 
Cases, 1877). In that case they wish- 
ed to put in the defence that the vessel 
after the commission of the alleged 
offence, and before the institution of 
proceedings, had heen sold bond fide to 
foreigners, but that was not allowed as 
‘a defence. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson then read an affi- 
davit by Mr. Archibald Rose, British 
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Pro-Consul_in charge of H.B.M.’s 
Shipping Office at Shanghai. 

‘Mr. Rose stated that on or about 
March 28, 1906 the single-screw 
steamer Maori Ring was registered at 
the Consulate as s British ship, the 
official nunuber being 96689 (No. 10 of 
1908) which registration was effected 
on the declaration of James Markam 
Dow of 106 Bubbl Il Road, 
Shanghai, a British subject who therein 
declared himself to be the owner of 
sixty-four shares of the ssid ship 
and that to the best of hix knowledge 
and belief no person or body of persons 
other than such persons or body of 
persons ax were by the Merchant 
Shipping Act 1904 qualifed to be 
owners of British ships 
entitled as owner to auy interest what- 
ever either legal or beneficial in the 
said ship. Mr. Rose referred to a 
copy of the declaration, and then pro- 
ceeded to state that on October 21, 
1907, he held an inquiry concerning’ 
the death of a Chinese coolie named 
Ma Yu-hai, an emigrant from Vladivos- 
tok to Mexico, and in the course of 
this inquiry it transpired that the 
Maori King was nsed for the purpose of 
carrying to Mexico Chinese coolies who 
had’ been shipped under false pretences 
and carried against their will to work 

Mexico. During the 
inquiry he also dis-

covered that James Markam Dow, 
the registered owner of the Maori 


King, was at the time of the said 
declaration and still is in the employ 
of a Russian firm carrying on busi- 
ness at Shanghai and elsewhere in 
China, called M. Ginsburg & Co. 
Upon’ the production of the charter- 
ty for the said voyage at the inquiry 
Fe'(ir. Rose) discovered that the irr 
of M. Ginsburg & Co, had chartered 
the ship as owners to the American 
firm of S. Zimmerman & Co., 
‘and he became suspicious and had 
reason to believe that for all 
purposes the firm of M. Ginsburg 
& Co. were the real owners of the »aid | 
steamship and that James Marl 
Dow was not in fact or at all the|' 
‘owner as stated in the decla 
(which was annexed). Mr. Rose refer- 
red to a true copy of the charter-party 
dated March 22, 1907 and made 
between Messrs. S. Zimmerman & 
as charterers. On or al vember 
25, 1907, acting under instructions 
from H.B.M.’s Consul-General, pnr= 
suant to sub-section 2 of Section 51 
of the Merchant Shipping Act 1906, 
Mr. Rose caused a notice to be served on 
the Maori King calling upon the owners 
and others interested in the ship 
forty days to produce satisfactory evidence 
of the title of the ship to His Majesty’ 
Registrar of British Ships at Shanghai 
otherwise the said ship would be subject 
to forfeiture under the provisions of 
Part 1 of the Merchant Shipping Act 
1894. ‘The time allowed by the notice 
had elapsed and no evidence had been 
produced by the parties addressed. 
Acting for and under instructions from 
H.M.’s Consul-General Mr. Rose 
seized and detained the Maori King as 
she lay st Shanghai on the afternoon 
of Saturday, December 4, 1907. 






















The Crown Advocate said that Mr.] 
Ellis left. with him on Saturday a copy 
of an affidavit made by Max Morda- 
coviteh, a Russian subject. Counsel 
read the affidavit. 

Mr. Morducovitch stated that he was 
the manager in Shanghai of Messrs. 
Ginsburg & Co, merchants carrying on 
business in Shanghai, St. Petersburg 
and elsewhere. He was the attorney in 
Shanghai of James Markam Dow the 

registered owner of the steamship Maori 
Rog. 


that date had been absent from Shanghi 
On November 26 last James William 
Duncan, the master of the steamship 
Maori King handed to him (Mr. Mordu- 
was}covitch) the original of the copy 
document marked “ A” and informed 
him that the original was. served on 
November 25. The original document! 
was dispatched to St. Petersbarg to 
the principals of Messrs. Ginsburg 
& Co. by the first mail vii Siberia 
with instructions to them to forward 
the same to James Markam Dow, 
whom he believed was residing in 
London. The said mail reached St. 
Petersburg on or about December 22 
lat. When deptching the xi original 
document Mr. Morducovitch wrote to 
Messrs. Ginsburg & Co, instructing 
them to request Mr. Dow to take the 
necessary steps to prove his title to the 
ownership of the Maori King. There 
had not been time for any communica 
tion by letter to reach him in reply to 
his letter of November 29 last either 
from his principals, Messrs. Ginsburg 
& Co. or Mr. J. M. Dow. 

The Crown Advocate remarked thet 
there was a telegraph which could be 
used in a matter of this sort, Counsel 
had got telegrams from the Board of 
‘Trade and from the Foreign Office. 

Mr, Francis Ellis came into Court 
at this stage. He told His Lordship 
that he spoke to Mr. King about this

He submitted that they were not neces- 
sarily sitting in Vice-admiralty.

The only jurisdiction be 
had was under the Orders in Council 
which embraced the wisions of the 
Colonies’ Courts and Admiralty Act. Mr, 
Ellis must file a motion before he could 
get pleadings. These were quasi-crim- 
inal proceedings and therefore every- 
thing mast be in order. : 

Mr. Ellis said that he p1 to 
put his case quite clearly and plainly 
before the Court. He asked his Lord- 
ship to order pleadings in this case. 

His Lordship replied that counsel 
mast follow the rales.

INQUEST. 


Shanghai, January 13. 

Before G. W. Kixa, Esq., 
Acting Coroner. 

Re the death of H. Fapwav1 

An inquest was opened at the Mor- 
tuary, Fearon Road, into the cireum- 
stances surrounding the deach of one H. 
Fadnevis, which occurred at « boarding- 
house, No. 3 North Honan Road, at 
4 p.m. on the 12th instant. 

D. Mennie, sworn, stated that he was 
tho manager dere of the business of 
Messrs. Mactavish & Lehmann, He 
identified the body which he had just 
seen in the presence of the Coroner as 
that of H. Fadnevis, who had been em- 
ployed by the firm for about three 
months. He last saw the deceased 
alive about 5 p.m. on Saturday last. 
During the threo months in which the 
deceased had been in the firm's employ 
he had suffered considerably from 
asthma and had been away from 
duty on that account, but not for 
more than two days at a time. When 
he left duty on Saturday last he appear- 
ed to be in ordinary health and witness 
first heatd of bis death through the 
‘morning paper. The deceased was 
fornierly in the employ of A. 8. Wat- 
son & Co, and at the time of his death 
was employed by witness's firm. 

At this stage the inquest was ad- 
forme until 10 am. next day at 

. M. Police Court. 

Shanghai, January 14. 

The inquest was resumed at H. M. 
Police Court into the circumstances 
surrounding the death of H. Fadnavis 
which occurred at No. 3 North Honan 
Road on the 12th instant. 
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‘Tne Coroner said that he had received 
information that the deceased was not a . 
Parsee, but 2 Gosnese, and was, there- 
fore, s Portuguese subject. He had 
communicated with the Consul for 
Portugal and must await a reply before 
continuing he inquest, which would be 
adjourned until 2.30 p.m. 

On resuming at 2.30 p.m., the Cor- 
oner said that the Vice-Consul for 
Portugal did not wish to take jurisdic- 
tion over the decessed or his effects. 

Bernard Goldenberg, sworn, said be 
lived at and was the landlord of No. 3 
North Honan Road. He knew the de- 
ceased, who had lived at the same honse, 
No. 3 North Honan Road, about nine or 
ten months. He last saw the deceased 
alive about 0,30 pm. on Saturday, 
Deceased was coming in as witness went 
out. They conversed together for about 
five minntes, Deceased had not been 
well for two months. On Satarday-he 
told witness that he was not feeling vei 
well, bat he not say he was ill, 
‘Witness was attending a cinematograph 
exhibition about 4 p.m. on Sunday 
when news was brought to him that 
deceased was dead. He went home 
‘and saw the deceased lying dead, 
He then called Dr. Grenville, who 
looked at the body and said the 
man was dead. Witness notified the 
Police and they took charge. 

W. Barouche, sworn, said he lived 
at No. 3 North Honan Road. He had 
known the deceased for eight month 
and last saw him alive at 11.20 p.m. on 
Saturday, when witness got home from 
the cinematograph exhibition. As 
witness passed the door of deceased's 
room, the Inter came to the door and 
asked if businesx had been good at 
the cinematograph entertainment, Ho 
seemed to be much the same as usual, 
Witness heard nothing more of him 
that night. 

‘A. native houseboy, employed at No. 
3, North Honan Road, said he had 
known the deceased for seven months, 

came home abont 8 p.m, 
on Saturday and had dinner in his 
room. After dinner he told witness 
not to bring tea to his room 
in the morning. He also said that he 
wanted to rest next day and would pro- 
bably not require tiffin. After tiffin on 
Sunday, about 1.30 p.m, witness 
Went to deceased’s room. Deceased 
was asleep and breathing heavily. At 
4.15 p.m. witness again visited 
deceased’s room. He called to him, 
but deceased did not reply. Witness 
then went up to the bed and pushed 
deceased with his hand, and he found 
that the man was dead. Witness 
then reported the matter to his mis- 
tress. On Saturday deceased did not 
complain of feeling sick. He bought a 
bottle of whisky on Friday and kept it 
in bis room. was not dronk 
on Saturday, but had been drinking. 

Inspector Chilver, sworn, said that at 
6.25 pm. on the 12th instant, Mr. 
Goldenberg reported at West Hong- 
kew Police Station that a boarder at 
his house, named Fadnavis, bad been 
found dead in bed st 4.20 p.m. that 
day. Witness went to No. 3, North 
Honan Road and found tho deceased 
Tying dead on the bed. Hej,was, lying 
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on his back, with the left arm at his 
side and the right arm across the 
chest. There was a little foam at the 
mouth, Witness saw no marks of 
violence on the body. There was a 
whisky bottle on the mantel-piece 
and ‘it was about one-third fall. 
There was also a bottle of medicine 
on the mantel-piece. Witness locked 
the door of the room and left a con- 
stable in charge. 

Dr. E. L. Marsh, sworn, said that he 
first saw the body of the deceased at 
No, 3 North Honan Road. «It was 
lying on » bed in a natural attitude of 
repose. There was no sign of the bed- 
clothes having been disturbed. There 
was evidence that the man had died 
while in an attitude of sleep. The 
bed clothing near the mouth and 
under the head was stained with 
fluid vomitel matter which had a 
distinet smell of whisky. A further 
examination at the Mortuary showed 
that the whole of the air passages 
were deeply congested. Otherwise 
the organs were healthy. In his 
opinion, deceased had retired to bed 
in an intoxicated state and had become 
asphyxiated while in this condition by 
the obstruction of the air 
vomited matter. There was no evi- 
dence of violence. In the act of 
dying, the man would not necessarily 
make such @ noise as to attract the at- 
tention of people in other rooms in the 
house. 

The coroner fonnd that the deceased, 
H. Fadnavis, died at No. 3 North 
Honan Road between 1.30 and 4.30 
p.m. on January 12, 1907. of asphyxia 
caused by the obstruction of the air 
passages by vomited matter.

Shanghai, January 10. 
STEMATIC BUROLARY. 

Sung Zung-loo was 
burglariously breaking into and entering 
891 Boone Road at 2 a.m. on December 
17 and stealing $12 in cash. He was 
also charged with similar offences at 
914 and 2160 Boone Road on two 
other dates. Each time Sung carried 
out thousands of copper cents or articles 
of stmall value. 

The prisoner was sentenced to six 
weeks imprisonment. 











MORE EXPULSION. 

‘A thief named Tsz Ab-nyi was 
charged with the larceny of a bamboo 
pole from Defence Creek and also with 
returning from expulsion. 

Prisoner was ordered to be re-expel- 
led; and if he returns to Shanghai he 
will be sent to prison for six mouths. 


ALLEGED DETECTIVE’S SECOND. 

Yo Kong-ling was charged with 
obtaining  water-pipe by falsely repre- 
senting himself to be a detective’s 
second. He was also charged with 
stealing $39 and a pocket knife from 
4,700 Honan Road on January 9. 

‘The Court sentenced prisoner to one 
month’s imprisonment and expulsion 
from the Settlement. 





A STOLEN BICYCLE. 


Sze Ang-sung was charged with the 
larceny of a bicycle valued at $60 from 
3,015 Seward Road on July 24, 1907. 

Evidence was given to the effect that 
defendant received the bicycle from a 
cook in payment of a debt, and then 
pawned it. 

The Court ordered defendant to pay 
complainant $12 compensation and to 
return the machine to its original owner.

NGEMENT OP TRADE-MARKS, 


The Vacum Oil Company instituted 
proceedings against ore ‘Tsang Nyi- 
ching for infringement of their trade- 
yarke, and aT that of their 
Atlas” lubricating engine oil. 

Mr. Bottenheim, plaintiffs’ manager, 
conducted the prosecution; defendant 
was represented by Mr. McKean. 

Mr. Bottenheim stated that the 
plaintiffs sold between fifty and sixty 
different kinds of oil. Owing to certain 
complaints received from various cus- 
tomers with reference to the quality of 
their oil, witness had instituted inquiries 
and found that accused, who had been 
‘an employee of the company, and who 
was dismissed in February 1907, had 
interested himself in the sale of oil, and 
had supplied oil in casks, marked with 
the plaintiffs’ trade-marks, and bearing 
his own name on the top of the casks. 
Accused was asked to discontinue selling 
oil put upin this way, but he replied that 
he would sell as much as he liked. 
yess had received complaints stating 























that the oil was unfit for use ; the oil 
had been supplied as “Atlas” ongine 
oil. Accused was familiar with the 





company’s trade-marks. Plaintiffs only 
supplied consumers; they did not 
supply dealers of any description. The 
‘Atlas ” trade-mark was registered in 
the American Consulate, at the Im- 
perial Maritime Customs and also with 
the Shanghai Taotai. 

Mr. McKean stated that be was in- 
formed by his client that he had 
worded his marks on the bills and on 
the barrels in such way that no one 
could mistake them for the plaintifis’ 

‘Accused would refrain from 
the plaintiffs’ trade-mark if an 
injunction were granted. 

Mr. Bottenheim stated that accused 
was dismissed from the company's 
service because there were a number of 
petty Iarcenies from their godown 

Mr. McKean strongly objected to 
this statement. 

The Court said that it would merely 
note that accused had been dismissed 
from the plaintiffs’ service. An in- 
junction would be issued restraining 
the accused from using any of the 
trade-marks filed at the American Con- 
sulate. A complaint would be made 
to the Court in the event of any sub- 








sequent infringement, and accused 
would have to find security, and give 
bond, not to repeat the offence.

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THE 
CABINET CRISIS 


IN JAPAN. 
January 17. 


From the meagre information 
tbat is as yet to hand it is difficult 
to arrive at the inner history of the 
Ministerial crisis now in progress 
in Japan, which for the moment 
has resolved itself into the with- 
drawal from the Cabinet of the 
of Finance and Com- 
munications. Of the general trend 
of events; however, that may be 
considered to have led up to the 
resent situation it is more easy to 
form an accurate conception. The 
supposition entertained, according 
toa telegram in yesterday's issue, 
in Washington that the immigra- 
tion question had been the ii 
mediate cause of Marquis Saionj 
resignation must be dismissed as 
entirely wide of the mark. Un- 
less the signs of the times are ver 
much misread, we believe that the 
secret of the Premier's troubles 
may be summed up in the ono 
word “finance.” When Marquis 
Saionji succeeded to the heritage of 
the famous “War” Cabinet of 
Marquis (then Count) Katsura, it 
was understood that the change 
would be one mainly of personnel 
and not of policy. The guiding 
principle that had bronght Japan 
successfully through the war was 
not to be abandoned when the time 
came to consolidate the benefits for 
which the great sacrifices had been 
made. Consequently the new Pre- 
mier found himself committed to a 
formidable programme entailing a 
rising expenditure and steadily 
increasing taxation. At first every-| 
thing seemed favourable to such’ a 
policy. The successes of the war 
had ‘let loose the world’s purse- 
strings ; money flowed into the 
country ; ani unparalleled impetus 
was given to industries ; a big in- 
crease in wages followed ; and 
Japan’s capacity for ambitious! 
cxpenditure was deemed unlimited. 
Suddenly the supply of foreign 
capital ceased ; the heavy taxation 
and enhanced cost of living have 
begun to tell upon the people, and) 




















ry [and possibly 


the inability of the Government to 
meet all its commitments coincides 
with popular dissatisfaction with 
the nation’s policy. 

The first indications of impend- 
ing trouble were given during the 
recent compilation of the Budget. 
In its original form, based upon 
what had come to be regarded as 
Japan's settled policy, it was ap- 
parent that it could be carried out 
only by means of a considerable 
increase in taxation, already exces- 
sive in relation to the country’s 
circumstances. After _ repeated 
meétings of the State Council a 
compromise was effected, and it 
was announced that the Budget in 
its modified form could count upon 
a safe passage through the Diet. 
The correctness of this anticipation 
{has yet to be proved ; but, even if 
iiament accepts the inevitable, 
s clear that there is a growing 
feeling throughout — the 
against a policy of high taxes 
against ambitious 
naval and military schemes as well. 
In the meantime there is reason to 
believe that difficulty is- being 
experienced in defraying the cost 
‘of the nationalization of the rail- 
way system. The scheme entails 
the purchase of sixteen railways 
and for six of these, to be purchased 
last October, public loans to the 
amount of Yen 366,025,000 were 
required. In the event of the 
Government being unable to meet: 
its liabilities in this direction, 
easy to understand the opj 
that will be arrayed against 
policy that provides for consider- 
able expansion in armaments and 
unproductive works. Yesterday it 
was understood that the Govern- 
ment would make no issue of public 
bonds with the exception of those 
required for railway pui 
There can be no doubt that the 
need for retrenchment has been 
realized, but there is a clash of 
opinion regarding the extent to 
which it oa be enforced. 
Gradually, however, the weight of 
the nation’s business influence is 
being thrown into the scale against 
the Ministry's financial policy ¢ 
and in the conflict of ideas 
Marquis Saionji has considered it 








prudent to hand in his resigna- 
tion. 

Owing to the fact that the pre- 
sent Diet bas only a very brief life 
left to it—a general election takes 
place this summer—a compromise 
has been effected, and at the cost of 
jettisoning two Ministers Marquis 
Saionji agrees to remain as captain 
of the parliamentary ship until the 
end of its voyage. “It is generally 
accepted, however, that his resigna- 
tion has merely ‘been postponed, 
not withdrawn, and the consensus 
of opinion inclines to Marquis 
Katsura as the Emperor’s nominee 
for the Premiership. Once more 
a new Cabinet would seom to in- 
dicate little more than a change in 
personnel, although it would em- 
phasize the limitations of the Diet 
in the matter of impressing its will 
upon the national policy. Owing 
to the somewhat retiring attitude 
of Marquis Saionji, it is difficult to 
appraise his personal attitude to- 
rd 















taxation, 
although in view of the fact that 


the State Council was divided 
against itself it is possible that he 
was on the side of moderation. 
Marquis Katsura has again assumed 
the réle of an adept political 
manmuvrer ; and as in 1901 he 
stepped into the breach when 
Marquis Ito’s fourth Ministry col- 
lapsed, so to-day he appears to be 
the only man to meet the situation. 
As the author of the Budget com- 
promise, he is connected with the 
Government's financial policy, in so 
far as he does not stand for re- 
trenchment all along the line. 
Moreover as Premier of the “ War” 


.| Cabinet and as a soldier and a dis- 


ciple of Marquis Yamagata he be- 
longs admittedly to the military 
school of Japanese politicians. To 
this fact we may attribute the 
insistence of the * Kokumim Shim- 
tun” upon the pacific nature of 
any new Cabinet that may be 
formed by him. There is no rea. 
son to doubt this statement, for any 
other policy would be suicidal at 
this juncture. Japan’s economic , 
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| problem, however, is not to be 

solved by a negative policy avoid- 
ing open hostilities. It would seem 
to require more drastic handling. 
The sudden acquisition of money, 
an era of phenomenal industrial 
activity, with a rise in the price of 
commodities, excessive expenditure 
and 8 large amount of loans, follow- 
ed by a sudden monetary shrinkage 
and a withholding of implicit con- 
fidence on the part of the public in 
the Government's policy may lead to 
a repetition of the American cri 
This fate all Japan’s friends would 
wish to soo her spared, and we may 
hope that the change of Cabinet 
may make for far-sesing counsels 
and effective actions.

This is the season of the year when 
schools break up, and when His Excel- 
Iency the Governor will find fall em- 
ployment for all spare time, should he 
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‘enjoy such a boon, in visiting the several 
‘educational institutions of the olony, 
to give prizes to the successfal students, 
‘and to make speeches. He has already 
been at St. Joseph’s College, which, 
this year, is one of the first on the list. 
The Governor fixed upon the most 
salient features of the Roman Catholic 
School in his speech, and pointed out 
that, as it made provision for resident 
Hongkong boys, it was specially of 
interest to him. Those schools that 
educated Chinese would indeed be 
educating them for the greater China 
beyond, but not for Hongkong. On the 
other hand, this schoo! made provision for 
the Portaguese section of the Colony, 
‘and these for the most part remained 
with us. Others attend the school, 
and some Protestants, also, get their 
education therein. But mainly the 
scholars are the children of the Portu- 
guese, and, therefore, the Roman 
Catholic community. The results of 
the year’s working must have been very 
satisfactory to the masters and the 
directors of the school, for the Govern- 
ment grant has been increased, and the 
school has been returned as “ thorough- 
ly efficient.” 











THE WEST RIVER DIFFICULTY.

THE TROUBLES IN CHEKIANG. 


A Peking despatch states that General 
Chiang Kuci-ti has been ordered by 
special Imperial command to proceed 
South with his troops in order to pre- 
serve the peace in Chékiang province. 
It will be remembered that General 
Chiang Kuci-ti's force is composed of 
that fine body of disciplined and well- 
armed troops which have been acting 
‘as Imperial Palace-Guards and which 
also furnishes the escort to their 
Majesties when going to and fro 
between Peking and Eho Park 
Palace. General Chiang Kuei-ti is 
farther to be reinforced by the Horse 
Artillery brigates of the 4th and 6th 
Divisions of the Peiyang Army and a 
regiment of Engineers and Sappers. 
The whole force is to come down by the 
Peking-Hankow Railway and is ex- 
pected to arrive at the latter port early 
next week. No time is to be lost in 
transporting the troops into Chékiang: 
boy the specdiest available route. We

The memorial has been submitted to the 
Ministry concerned for consideration. 
According to «dispatch from Hang- 
chow received yesterday the rioters in 
Kashing have been dispersed by the 
Government troops and the. prefecture 
is reported to have already resumed ite 
normal condition. The provincial 
authorities have agreed to the demand 
of the people for an abatement of taxes 
owing to the failure of the rice crops 
Haining and Tunghsiang have therefore 
become quiet once more. 

THE MINISTRY OF WAR. 

As Tich Liang, President of the 
Ministry of War, has asked for leave 
‘of absence, owing’ to indisposition, the 
Central Government intends -to appoint 
General Yin Chang, Junior Vice- 
President of that Ministry, to act in 
his stead for the time being.

REMINISCENCES OF 
SEVENTY YEARS, 


BY THE VENERABLE THR ARCHDEACOK 
A. E, MOULE, B.D. 
(Continued.) 

Now comes in my chronology the 
period of the Crimean War in 1854; and 
I touch that great and tragic event in 
two or three curious ways, We knew 

home of the intrigues 
ns, the promises made 
and broken, or withdrawn, the pas- 
sionate efforts for peace, the ceaseless 
bids for war, which, as before the 
Franco-German war went on in the 
Councils of Englandand Europe. But 
this much T remember. My father's 
sons and pupils were taught fencing 
and cavalry and infantry sword drill 
by a sergeant of the 8th Hussars, 
stationed at Dorchester at that time—a 
sad incentive according to modern 
theorists to the deadly spirit of 
militarism ! ‘The sergeant was a fine 
soldier—and as I was awkward 
and lazy rather—he nsed often to 
select me specially to fenco with him 
so that be might wake me up. 

The colonel of the 8th was a great 
friend of my father’s, a splendid 
officer and a God-fearing man, Well 
our friend the sergeant was invalided, 
and I fear died not long after from 
consumption, just too soon for 
to take part in the great deeds of his 
regiment. : 

The Hussars were ordered abroad in 
August 1854. Colonel Shewell em- 
barked his regiment at Southampton 
for the Crimea: and in. « letter to 
my father some months later he 
described to him the voyage and its 
sequel. 

At Southampton, the evening before 
ailing. he went into a book shop to 
bay a small pocket Bible ; and taking 
t tw the door, as it was dusk, to 
try the print, he opened anywhere as 
he.thought, wheu to his surprise he 
found that he had turned straight to 
Deut. XX. 1, “ When thon goest forth 
to battle against thine enemies, and 
seest horses, and chariots, and a people 
more than’ thon, thou shalt not be 
afraid of them, for the Lord thy God 
ia with thee.” 

They sailed, and on landing at 
Besika Bay amidst the frightful 
confusion which reigned so long there 
from the breakdown of the commis- 
sarint department, Col. Shewell received 
the order to join Lord Raglan im- 
mediately. He marched at once, and 
came up as the host went forth to 
the fight and shouted for the battle. 
General Scarlett was there with his 
heavy Brigade of Cavalry, the thin 
red line which broke all the Russian 
assaults. And then Lord Lucan either 
misapprehending his chief's order, or 





























his own command misinterpreted 
the gallant Captain Nolan to Lord 
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Cardigan (and this can never be 
fully verified because Nolan's head was 
taken off by a Russian ball, and he 
headless, yet with his sword and sword 
arm still erect, was carried in front of 
the charge into the Russian lines) 
the Light Brigade formed, advanced, 
riding as and cheerily as if 
rough riding in a steeplechase across 
broken ground to silence the guns, or 
take them—that was the order. 

The whole Russian army was on 
their flank. 

* Stormed at by shot and shell, 

Into the mouth of hell. 
Rode the six hundred.” 

The Hussars were there—our old 
regiment straight from peaceful Dor- 
chester—their colonel leading the 
charge. He described it to my father— 
the regiment or such companies as had 
time to join the charging brigade line, 
bore the greater part of the brunt 
of the terrible fight. They leaped 
the guns, sabring the gunners; they 
wheeled ‘and charged through and 





We thought it might be Etna (visible 
120 miles off) in eruption ; but it was 
the outer waves of a great convulsion 
in the Tonian Islands, an outward mark 
of the discontent and unrest of these 
Islands ; = state of things which 
Gladstone as a self-constituted com- 
missioner went out to inquire into and 
strove to bring to » satisfactory end a 
year later, November 1858. 

There is a notice in Gladstone's life 
of a letter written just about this time 
to Mr. Gladstone by John Conington, 
perhaps the very first of modern Latin 
‘scholars, and called such by Morley, 
and the great student and illuminator 
of Virgil. Conington was friend 
of my brothers, one of whom was 
‘at Oxford—and I have heard Conington, 
lying on the turf on a summer's day, 
repeating by heart and nderfal 
power long passages of Virgil. 

There also, in Malta, I made the 
acquaintance of a Pole who learned to 
speak English in six weeks. T hada 
Greek master for modern Greek, from 
Athens—and Jewish friends from 











back again and through again the 
Russians, who had swept down to over- 
whelm them; they beat off the host and 
then rode back in obedience to the 
bugle call—Col. Shewell unhurt, but 
his well-loved regiment half dead.

‘My other memory of the Crimean 
war dates three years later when, dur- 
ing my stay in Malta in 1856-7, Si 
John Pennefather reviewed the ish 
troops from the Crimea, as they parsed 
threagh, homewards ; and the fleet 
also, including the Duke of Welliog- 
ton, a four-decker with aoxilinry 
steam, link between the old navy 
and the new, Jay in the Grand Har- 
bour. All the ships were full rigged, 
and the sight of these great vessel 
manavring off St. Julian's Bay it 
half o gale of wind, under sail, was 
such as no battleships i 
nowadays can afford 
judge, for I witnessed’ six years ago 
the great gathering of the fleets in the 
Solent just before the King’s Corona- 
tion. 

My stay of seven months in Malta i 
1856-7, besides the interest of the 
seven or eight nationalities and 
guages represented in the college 
which I taught, brought me very near 
to some events of the utmost significance 
in the history of modern Europe. 
Italy was not fully free then. By the 
genius of Cavour and the lofty courage 
of Victor Emmanuel, soon after the 
Crimean War, when Sardinia had entered 
the comity of leading European Powers, 
North Italy was liberated. But Fer- 
dinand still tyrannized as Bomba in

the Pontiff himself, oppressed and 
darkened the estates of the Charch. 
Sicily, which I passed by and lived in 
sight of daily, had not yet welcomed 
Garibaldi, and my Italian teacher from 
whom I learned and promptly forgot 
Italian, Count Pace, was a refugee from 
Bomba's tyranny. 

A terrible and alarming earthquake 
shook the Island while I was in Malta.

have been a polyglot, but that Chinese 
came in and drove them all out. 

On my way back to England I went 
through France, and called at Paris, 
to see my brother who was then 
travelling as private tutor to the present 
Duke of Abercorn.

T could merely tell the cabman to drive 
on and on, pretending that we were 
nearly there.

PIECE-GOODS. 


From Messrs. Inaxnt & Co.'s Weekly Market report, dated 
Shanghai, January 16, 1908. 


‘As China New Year approaches business usually 
becomes stagnant, and this year is no exception to the 
rule; altbongh lines of goods are obtainable from 
stock at considerably less than they could be replaced 
for, Chinese show no anxiety to buy, which is perhaps 
‘netaral enough, as they have unsold stocks of their own 
for which they cannot get even the comparatively low 
prices now being asked by foreign importers. There is 
no weakness in the market, as every one hopes that 
when business is resumed after China New Year, there 
will be a revival and some real activity, based on 
consumptive demand ; in the meantime the majority of 
importers are prepared to wait and look on. 

Written advices from Manchester report # large 
business having been done for Chine in the finer makes 
of grey shirtings, and telegrams are to the effect that 
small purchases are going on for this market in standard 
makes; New York also advises purchases for Shanghai, 
‘and for Tientsin direct, so that some importers bave 
dently confidence in the future, although there is a 

‘wide margin between current rates here and the prices 

paid on the other side. 

‘All the producing markets are frm, and if demand 
continues there is a prospect of cotton being in short 
supply before the new season’s crop can be placed on 
‘the market. 

Exchange is perhaps the most important factor at 
the moment in preventing Chinese from laying down 
supplies for Spring. The changes are so rapid that 
great uncertainty hangs over trade from day to day, 
which tends to curtail operations on s large scale. 

Gasy Sarativos 8}-1b.—As asual at this time of year 
dealers are beginning to occupy themselves with their 
annual accounts and show but little interest in fresh 
business. Prices, ‘however, keep firm and some small 
sales have been effected ‘in Bloe Dragon and Seven 
Children at Tis. 3.10, Blue Joss at Tls. 3.05 and 
Horseman at Tis 2.30. Auctions were firmer by 2} to 
5 candareens.

Cattle Supply.—With reference to the 
arrangements for transport of cattle 
from Tangyang now in practice, the total 
number arriving by rail is reported to 
have amounted to 3,240 during the 
past quarter or about half the total 
supply. This is regarded as not unsatis- 
factory, and the Council is of opinion 
that in order to eliminate the Pabsienjao 
hongs the traffic by rail should be 
stimulated by perseverance in the method 
of purchasing and bringing down 
cattle under the direct supervision of 
the Health Department, at the rate of 
one hundred per week in the first place. 
It is hoped that by such cautious and 

dual action, the result of reduction 
in the price of beef to the rate ruling at 
the beginning of Inst year, may be 
attained.
